Mayor's  Message. 


Delivered  Before  the  City  Council,  April  1st,  1895. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Another  civic  year  of  our  city  has  passed,  and  we  stand 
to-day  at  the  opening  of  a  new  one,  the  thirty-first  in  the 
history  of  Burlington.  We  have  been  intrusted  with  the  con- 
duct of  the  business  affairs  of  the  city  for  the  coming  year  by 
the  vote  of  our  fellow  citizens,  and  I  know  it  will  be  the  pur- 
pose of  every  member  of  this  board  to  justify  the  confidence 
thus  shown  by  strict  fidelity  to  the  duties  of  the  office  and  by 
careful  study  of  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  with  an  earnest 
purpose  to  promote  its  prosperity  and  add  to  its  already  proud 
distinction  as  one  of  the  most  desirable  spots  in  all  our  beau- 
tiful land  as  a  place  for  one's  home. 

First  permit  me  to  formally  acknowledge  my  obligations 
for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  election  to  the  sec- 
ond term  as  mayor,  and  to  again  pledge  myself  to  fulfill  the 
duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability  with  the  one  desire 
and  purpose  to  serve  loyally  the  interests  of  our  beautiful 
Queen  City. 

For  three  decades  Burlington  has  had  the  advantages  of 
its  present  form  of  government.  Many  have  been  the  changes 
that  have  come  in  these  30  years  since  the  Hon.  Albert  Catlin 
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was  elected  the  first  mayor  of  Burlington  in  March,  1865. 
From  a  population  of  about  seven  thousand  we  have  increased 
to  about  seventeen  thousand.  From  a  country  village  with 
few  if  any  of  the  modern  improvements  we  have  come  to 
have  all  that  the  most  progressive  cities  of  our  size  have. 

This  improvement  in  civic  machinery  means  that  better, 
more  intelligent,  and  more  faithful  service  is  required  of  those 
employed  in  its  guidance  and  care.  The  methods  that  will 
seem  satisfactory  to  a  town  or  village  that  transacts  its  busi- 
ness at  a  citizen's  meeting  will  not  answer  where  a  city  be- 
comes as  highly  developed  in  all  its  departments  as  Burling- 
ton has.  The  demands  of  the  public,  as  we  well  know,  for 
those  comforts  and  facilities  that  come  to  it  from  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  commonwealth  constantly  increase.  What  was 
once  a  scarcely  expected  luxury  soon  becomes  a  necessity 
which  will  presently  be  demanded  as  a  right.  Thirty  years 
ago  a  feeble  gas  light  in  the  streets  for  a  few  hours  in  the 
evening  was  regarded  by  many  as  an  extravagance.  Now  our 
streets  must  by  the  public  demand  be  kept  as  light  as  day,  a 
good  part  of  them  all  night,  by  the  powerful  electric  light. 

Over  this  complicated  and  diversified  civic  machinery  we 
have  been  placed  as  business  managers  and  directors.  When 
first  called  to  our  offices  we  were  of  necessity  but  little  ac- 
quainted with  the  details,  and  for  some  time  could  feel  our- 
selves to  be  but  learners  in  a  school  of  public  affairs.  For- 
tunate for  the  city  and  ourselves  if  we  prove  to  be  apt  schol- 
ars with  teachable  dispositions  and  a  zeal  for  knowledge. 

We  should  realize  that  we  have  much  to  learn  and  that 
we  need  to  acquaint  ourselves  thoroughly  with  the  methods 
of  our  city  business.  But  almost  of  equal  importance  is  to 
keep  in  touch  with  what  is  being  done  in  other  cities  and  to

profit  by  their  experience.  Let  us  improve  our  opportunitie 
to  do  this  by  becoming  acquainted  with  the  officials  of  othe 
cities  where  possible  when  we  are  visiting  other  places,  o 
when  other  officials  are  visiting  Burlington.  We  can  ad< 
much  to  our  knowledge  of  civic  matters  also  by  reading.  N< 
more  noticeable  movement  has  taken  place  in  recent  year 
than  that  of  our  American  cities  looking  towards  a  better  an  < 
purer  administration  of  their  municipal  affairs.  This  has  le< 
to  the  publication  of  many  useful  books  on  municipal  reforn 
.and  administration,  and  to  the  establishment  of  periodical 
devoted  to  these  matters.  One  of  the  most  useful  of  the  latter 
I  think  is  "The  Municipality  and  County,"  published  in  Buf 
falo.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  each  membe 
of  the  board  will  receive  this  paper  regularly  for  the  coming 
year,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  carefully  read  by  all.  In  additioi 
to  this  I  shall  take  steps  to  make  the  beginning  of  a  municipa 
library  which  I  trust  may  ultimately  contain  a  goodly  numbe 
of  valuable  books  on  municipal  administration.  A  few  sue] 
books  have  already  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  city  clerk 
from  whom  they  can  be  obtained  by  any  member  of  the  board 
The  clerk  will  gladly  receive  any  contributions  that  may  b< 
made  to  this  library.  In  this  library  should  be  books  01 
municipal  law,  administration,  sanitation,  street  improvements 
water  works,  electric  lighting,  relief  of  poor,  etc.,  as  well  as  s 
collection  of  the  reports,  ordinances  and  charters  of  cities  o: 
similar  size  of  Burlington  and  of  their  department  rules  anc 
regulations. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  that  we  are  able  t< 
point  to  another  year  of  exceptional  growth  and  of  continuec 
prosperity  in  our  town.

That  this  is  beyond  the  average  of  even  the  most  pros- 
perous of  the  past  years  is  apparent  to  all  observers.  That  it 
includes  some  of  the  most  important  additions  ever  made  to 
our  industries,  our  public  institutions  and  our  business  build- 
ings, is  also  a  matter  of  special  congratulation. 

The  increasing  prosperity  of  the  University  as  shown  by 
the  larger  number  of  students  and  by  the  a  ddition  of  the  build- 
ings now  under  way,  the  Williams  Science  Hall  and  the  Con- 
verse Dormitory,  is  a  pleasant  fact  to  chronicle,  indicating  as 
as  it  does  the  growing  importance  of  Burlington  as  an  educa- 
tional center.  .  This  has  been  further  emphasized  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  Ira  Allen  and  the  S.  W.  Thayer  school  buildings, 
indicating  the  determination  of  our  citizens  to  maintain  and 
increase  the  ability  of  our  public  schools,  to  provide  the  best 
facilities  for  their  work.  The  establishment  during  the  year 
in  our  city  of  one  of  the  largest  textile  mills  recently  erected 
in  New  England  is  a  matter  of  great  importance,  showing  as 
it  does  the  conviction  of  some  of  the  most  eminent  manufac- 
turers of  the  country  that  Burlington  has  exceptional  advant- 
ages as  a  manufacturing  point.  We  have  been  pleased  to  see 
the  fine  manner  in  which  the  building  has  'been  erected,  the 
superior  quality  of  the  machinery  installed,  and  the  excellent 
capacity  of  the  men  who  have  located  here  in  connection  with 
the  enterprise.  Another  point  of  especial  value  to  us,  is  the 
fact  that  almost  all  of  the  large  number  of  employes  engaged 
are  of  our  own  people,  thus  furnishing  needed  employment  to 
those  already  living  here.  It  was  a  very  important  factor  in 
securing  the  location  of  the  Queen  City  Cotton  Company  here 
that  the  city  governmen  t  and  our  citizens  were  willing  and  glad 
to  extend  to  them  all  the  assistance  in  our  power.  This  should 
continue  to  be  our  attitude  towards  whatever  enterprises  pro-

pose  to  locate  here  when  we  know  them  to  be  on  a  good  bus- 
iness basis,  promoted  by  responsible  parties.  That  the  location 
of  the  Queen  City  Cotton  Company  here  is  already  turning 
the  attention  of  manufacturers  this  way  is  shown  in  many 
ways,  but  most  pointedly  by  the  fact  that  there  is  now  pro- 
jected, and  with  most  excellent  prospects  of  success,  the  erec- 
tion of  another  cotton  mill  of  even  larger  size  and  for  making 
a  superior  line  of  goods,  which  will  employ  over  500  operat 
ives.  If  this  can  be  brought  about  in  these  times  of  business 
depression  we  may  surely  expect  that  when  the  revival  of  bus- 
iness comes,  as  it  must  come  soon,  Burlington  will  share  very 
largely  in  it. 

LEGISLATION. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont 
several  acts  in  amendment  to  the  city  charter  were  adopted, 
which  are  of  much  importance  ;  one  in  regard  to  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  police  department,  one  authorizing  the  street 
commissioners  to  sprinkle  the  streets  and  assess  a  certain  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  against  abutting  owners,  one  authorizing 
the  issuing  of  bonds  in  anticipation  of  assessments  for  street 
improvements,  one  relating  to  the  trial  of  cases  before  the  city 
court.  The  effect  of  these  acts  will  be  more  particularly 
alluded  to  in  considering  the  work  of  the  departments  affected. 

FINANCE. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  amounted  January  1,  to 
$527,000.  The  amount  of  the  sinking  fund  is  $132,344.03, 
making  the  net  bonded  debt  $394,158.97.  If  we  deduct  from 
this  amount  the  water  bonds,  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ion of  the  Massachusetts  law  regulating  the  investment  of  the 
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funds  of  the  savings  banks  of  that  state,  it  will  be  reduced  by 
this  amount,  $255,000,  to  the  net  sum  of  $139,158.97.  The 
gross  debt  was  increased  during  the  year  by  the  issuance  of  4 
per  cent,  bonds  as  follows  :  Water  bonds  (for  intake  and  ex- 
tention,  and  extension  of  sewer  outlet)  $65,000.  School  bonds 
(for  Ira  Allen  and  S.  W.  Thayer  school  houses)  $20,000. 
Street  improvement  bonds,  $20,000. 

Of  the  above  amount  $S5,000  was  authorized  by  the  city 
government  in  1893,  to  cover  the  greatly  needed  work  of  the 
extension  of  the  intake,  the  improvement  of  the  sewer  outlet, 
and  the  erection  of  the  school  houses  named.  It  is  a  matter 
of  congratulation  that  this  work  has  been  accomplished.  The 
issuance  of  the  street  improvement  bonds  was  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  vote  of  the  citizens  at  a  duly  called  city  meet- 
ing. The  bonded  debt  was  increased  during  the  year  by  the 
addition  to  the  sinking  fund  of  $11,098.19,  of  which  amount 
$5,038.19  was  from  the  appropriation  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
5  per  cent,  tax  on  the  grand  list  and  $5,360,  was  from  interest 
paid  on  the  bonds  and  notes  held  for  the  fund.  The  bonds 
disposed  of  on  the  first  of  July  were  placed  at  very  favorable 
prices,  bringing  an  average  premium  of  nearly  4-J-  per  cent., 
in  that  way  reducing  the  actual  interest  from  4  per  cent,  to 
about  3  5-8  per  cent.  This  is  a  better  rate  than  many  of  the 
larger  cities  in  New  England  have  been  able  to  obtain,  and  it 
distinctly  rates  Burlington  obligations  as  having  a  very  high 
standard  in  the  financial  market.  There  will  be  no  issue  of 
bonds  falling  due  until  1906.  There  has  been  authorized  the 
issuance  of  negotiable  notes  to  the  amount  of  $6,000  to  com- 
plete the  payment  for  the  land  and  construction  of  the  new 
school  houses. 

This  year  there  will  need  to  be  issued  the  annual  install- 
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ment  of  street  improvement  bonds  as  provided  by  the  vote  of 
the  city  last  May,  amounting  to  $20,000,  and  no  doubt  these 
can  be  placed  on  terms  equally  favorable  with  the  last  rates. 
There  will  become  due  this  year  one  of  the  reservoir  notes  for 
$2,500,  and  also  one  of  the  notes  issued  last  year  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  water  mains,  for  $4,000.  I  believe  that  these  short 
time  notes  should  be  met  at  maturity  and  I  trust  that  provis- 
ion will  be  made  to  do  this. 

TRUST  FUNDS. 

The  trust  fund  held  for  the  benefit  of  Elmwood  cemetery 
amounts  to  $15,165,  to  which  may  be  added  accumulations  of 
interest  amounting  to  $1,625.  For  Lake  Yiew  cemetery  the 
trust  fund  now  amounts  to  $9,075,  with  an  accumulation  of 
interest  of  $350. 

TAXATION. 

In  regard  to  the  estimates  of  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  city  for  the  present  year  and  the  tax  required  to  meet 
them,  I  would  respectfully  refer  to  the  message  sent  to  your 
honorable  body  under  date  of  February  8.  I  would  only  say 
that  an  early  effort  should  be  made  to  realize  on  the  uncol- 
lected taxes  and  to  make  the  assessment  certificates  available 
for  present  funds.  We  need  the  money  for  regular  expenses 
and  I  hope  it  can  be  had.  - 

The  expenses  of  every  department  will  need  to  be  closely 
scrutinized  and  kept  as  low  as  possible  in  order  to  keep  the 
rate  of  taxation  down  to  a  figure  that  will  be  satisfactory  to 
our  people.  Let  each  member  of  the  board,  irrespective  of 
the  particular  interest  he  may  have  in  charge,  co-operate 
loyally  to  this  end,  and  I  doubt  not  all  can  be  accomplished 
that  can  be  reasonably  expected.

I  would  raise  the  query  if  a  committee  on  finance, 
through  whom  should  come  the  recommendations  for  appro- 
priations, and  who  should  consider  and  recommend  action  on 
all  hnancial  questions,  would  not  be  very  desirable.  Such  a 
committee  in  some  form  is  usual  in  many  of  the  best  city 
governments,  and  I  feel  confident  would  be  very  desirable  for 
us.  I  believe  it  would  give  additional  confidence  to  our  peo- 
ple that  careful  business  methods  are  employed  by  us  in  con- 
ducting all  the  affairs  of  the  city. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

A  large  amount  of  important  work  has  been  accomplished 
by  this  department  during  the  past  year,  the  principal  item 
being  the  completion  of  the  intake,  which  was  extended  about 
three  miles  into  the  lake  to  Appletree  Point  reef,  at  an 
expense  of  $47,239.46.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that 
the  purity  of  our  water  supply  has  been  placed  beyond  ques- 
tion for  all  future  time.  Every  medical  and  sanitary  authority 
emphasizes  the  necessity  of  pure  water  as  the  first  requisite  of 
a  good  sanitary  condition.  That  this  change  in  our  water 
works  has  made  an  improvement  in  the  health  record  of  Bur- 
lington is  testified  to  by  our  physicians  and  the  experience  of 
our  people  generally.  Lake  Champlain  is  an  ideal'  water  res- 
ervoir, and  I  believe  that  there  is  no  city  in  the  world  that  has 
a  purer  or  more  healthful  supply  than  Burlington  will  hence- 
forth have. 

Next  in  importance  in  the  work  of  the  water  department 
was  the  extension  of  their  main  pipes  to  Lake  Yiew  cemetery 
on  the  north,  and  to  the  Home  for  Destitute  children  on  the 
south,  to  the  property  of  the  Queen  City  Cotton  company,  and 
through  Colchester  avenue,  for  the  protection  of  the  Burling-

ton  Cotton  company's  mill  and  contiguous  property.  In  each 
case  this  was  done  principally  for  fire  protection,  as  the  old 
pipes  were  too  small  for  any  service  in  this  particular.  This 
extra  amount  of  work  in  this  department  for  the  past  year 
will  render  it  necessary  for  us  to  be  as  careful  in  expenses 
along  this  line  as  possible  for  the  next  few  years,  as  the  amount 
of  work  done  this  last  season  has  equalled  what  is  ordinarily 
done  in  several  years.  We  shall  be  under  the  necessity,  how- 
ever, of  replacing  to  some  extent  from  year  to  year,  the  old 
cement  pipe,  which  is  giving  great  trouble  from  frequent 
breaks  and  causing  much  expense  for  repairs. 

In  the  extensive  fire  in  the  lumber  district  on  Christmas 
eve.  great  fears  were  entertained  that  the  pumping  station 
would  be  destroyed.  What  a  grievous  calamity  this  would  be 
perhaps  was  never  before  fully  realized  by  our  citizens.  It 
was  felt  imperative  that  something  should  be  done  to  render 
such  a  disaster  impossible  for  the  future.  Steps  were  there- 
fore taken  to  make  an  agreement  with  the  Central  Vermont 
Railroad  Company  for  the  lease  of  additional  ground  about 
the  pumping  station,  which  would  keep  all  other  buildings  or 
any  piles  of  lumber  a  sufficient  distance  to  make  the  pumping 
station  safe  in  case  of  another  fire.  It  will  also  be  desirable 
to  surround  this  property  with  a  suitable  fence  covered  with 
fire-proof  material,  so  that  the  property  may  be  made  doubly 
safe  in  this  way. 

SANITARY. 

The  report  of  the  health  officer  shows  that  extensive 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  city  during  the  past  year.  The  three  most  important 
works  from  this  standpoint  were  the  extension  of  the  intake 
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of  the  city  water  works,  the  extension  of  the  sewer  outlet  into 
deep  water  at  the  lake,  and  the  extension  of  the  main  sewer 
pipe  in  the  north  part  of  the  city  to  afford  sewerage  facilities 
to  a  large  and- thickly-populated  section  of  the  city.  A  study 
of  the  health  statistics  will  show  the  efficiency  of  these  sanitary 
improvements.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  only 
four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported,  only  one  of  which  proved 
fatal,  and  there  has  been  only  one  death  from  malarial  fever. 
These  all  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  1894,  before  the  inau- 
guration of  these  improvements.  If  Burlington  can  do  away, 
as  I  firmly  believe  it  will,  with  all  danger  from  the  class  of 
diseases  that  science  has  proved  to  come  from  unsanitary  con- 
ditions, it  will  be  of  the  greatest  importance,  not  only  for  those 
of  us  who  expect  to  make  this  our  permanent  home,  but  as  an 
inducement  as  well  for  others  to  make  their  homes  with  us. 
There  is  no  reason  why  Burlington  should  not  have  the  very 
highest  record  in  these  particulars,  for  we  have  every  natural 
advantage,  and  now  that  these  advanced  steps  have  been  taken 
we  can  safely  expect  to  reap  the  advantage  of  them. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
health  officer  in  regard  to  an  adequate  place  for  the  isolation 
of  cases  of  contagious  disease.  While  we  may  hope  that  such 
a  place  would  not  often  be  required  for  actual  use,  still  it  is  of 
the  greatest  necessity  when  it  is  required,  and  it  is,  therefore, 
a  matter  which  I  would  recommend  to  your  attention. 

PAUPEK  DEPARTMENT. 

The  ill  effects  of  the  continued  depression  of  general  bus- 
iness has  been  made  manifest  by  the  increase  of  applications 
for  aid  from  the  overseer  of  the  poor.  While  much  care  has 
been  exercised  to  avoid  imposition,  yet  the  evident  need  in 
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many  cases  of  those  who  wanted  work  and  not  charity  has 
made  a  larger  expenditure  necessary  to  prevent  suffering. 
The  increased  expenses  in  this  department  warn  us  that  we 
shall  be  liable  soon  to  need  a  change  in  our  methods  of 
administering  the  charities  of  our  city.  While  the  amount 
expended  the  past  year,  $6,671.09,  is  not  large  when  compared 
with  that  of  other  places  of  this  size,  and  in  fact  is  much 
smaller  than  many  others,  still  it  is  a  considerable  increase  on 
what  we  have  usually  been  called  upon  to  make.  The  best 
authorities  on  public  and  private  charity  agree  that  out-door 
relief  is  wrong  in  principle,  and  except  in  cases  of  emergency 
should  not  be  practiced  by  any  city.  It  is  unfortunate  to  have 
a  class  of  people  in  any  community  become  accustomed  to  the 
idea  that  the  public  treasury  can  be  depended  upon  to  supply 
their  necessities.  Every  effort  should  be  made  so  that  our 
charities  will  not  do  more  harm  than  good,  which  they  will  if 
we  allow  them  to  develop  paupers  instead  of  independent, 
self-supporting  and  self-respecting  citizens. 

In  the  case  of  many  applicants  during  the  past  year,  a 
strong  desire  has  been  expressed  for  work  instead  of  charity, 
and  a  willingness  to  do  anything,  even  at  low  wages,  if  it 
could  be  found.  I  believe  it  to  be  very  desirable  that  some- 
thing be  provided  for  such  cases,  so  that  they  may  sustain 
their  self-respect  and  independence  by  earning  a  sufficient  sum 
to  tide  them  over  until  better  employment  can  be  obtained. 
It  has  also  been  proved  by  the  experience  of  hundreds  of 
other  cities  that  a  work  test  was  almost  a  necessity  to  prevent 
imposition  on  the  part  of  those  who  would  rather  beg  than 
work.  Therefore,  if  any  plan  can  be  devised  by  which  em- 
ployment can  be  given,  even  at  very  small  wages,  it  will  be  of 
benefit  in  both  classes,  enabling  the  honest  man  to  help  him- 
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self,  and  preventing  deception  by  imposters.  I  trust  your 
committee  on  this  department  will  give  this  matter  their  early 
attention. 

The  administration  of  affairs  at  the  city  poor  farm  has  of 
late  been  considerably  discussed.  My  predecessor  recom- 
mended twice  in  his  annual  messages  that  the  matter  of  dis- 
posing of  our  present  farm  be  considered.  This  is  urged 
because  the  farm  is  located  on  land  that  has  become  more  than 
usually  valuable  because  of  its  lake  front,  and  also  because  it 
is  not  very  productive  as  farm  land.  A  statement  has  recently 
been  published  in  the  daily  press  regarding  the  Union  farm  in 
Williston,  which  is  supported  by  the  towns  of  Essex,  Willis- 
ton,  Jericho,  Shelburne  and  Hinesburgh.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  arrangements  on  this  farm  are  of  excellent  character,  and 
that  the  inmates  are  well  cared  for  at  an  average  expense  of 
$1  per  week.  It  is  said  that  with  their  present  buildings  they 
have  sufficient  accommodation  for  30  inmates,  while  the  pres- 
ent number  is  but  16.  The  present  number  on  our  own  poor 
farm  is  10,  and  the  highest  number  as  given  in  any  annual 
report  for  the  last  five  year§  is  14.  The  article  referred  to 
claimed  that  the  average  cost  of  caring  for  the  inmates  in  our 
poor  house  was  $4.50  per  week.  This,  however,  is  a  mistake^ 
as  the  following  figures  will  show  :

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By  deducting  the  receipts  from  the  expenses  and  adding 
$300,  as  a  fair  rate  of  interest  upon  the  valuation  of  the  farm, 
the  total  annual  expense  would  be  made  $1178.54,  or  an  aver- 
age per  inmate  of  $98.16,  or  an  expense  per  capita  per  week 
of  $1.98.  The  figures  given  above  do  not  include  the  special 
appropriations  that  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  for 
repairs  upon  the  buildings. 

While  this  showing  is  much  better  than  the  figures  given 
in  the  article  quoted  intimated,  it  still  is  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  expense  per  inmate  on  the  Union  farm.  It  seems  to 
me  desirable  that  this  matter  should  be  investigated  carefully 
and  see  if  it  is  best  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  towns 
forming  the  union  association  to  determine  if  it  is  wise  to  ask 
to  unite  with  them  and  have  our  poor  cared  for  there. 

There  is  also  another  matter  in  regard  to  the  poor  farm 
to  which  my  attention  has  been  called,  and  that  is  the  fact 
that  there  are  a  number  of  imbeciles  there  who  are  kept  with 
the  other  inmates.  It  is  certainly  unfortunate  that  a  worthy 
poor  person  whom  it  is  necessary  to  care  for  in  this  way  should 
be  compelled  to  associate  with  such  a  class,  and  I  trust  that 
some  way  may  be  devised  whereby  they  may  be  separated.  It 
should  be  our  aim  to  care  for  our  deserving  poor  with  the  pur- 
pose of  regarding  their  feelings  in  their  situation  as  much  as 
possible  and  relieve  them  from  all  unnecessary  annoyances, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  such  changes  can  be  made  as  will 
obviate  this  one.  The  city  has  continued  to  receive  much 
assistance  during  the  last  year  from  the  churches  and  the 
various  charitable  organizations,  notably  the  Howard  Relief 
society,  for  which  our  thanks  are  due. 
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OUK  SCHOOLS. 

The  gratifying  report  of  the  school  department  for  the 
past  year  shows  a  healthy  growth  in  the  number  of  scholars 
and  in  the  efficiency  of  the  administration  of  our  schools.  The 
reputation  that  Burlington  has  long  held  as  an  educational 
centre  is  surely  being  maintained  and  advanced.  Our  educa- 
tional facilities  we  know  bring  to  us  a  most  desirable  class  of 
residents,  and  in  considerable  numbers.  It  should  therefore 
be  our  purpose  to  foster  our  schools  and  make  them  worthy 
of  the  highest  position,  not  only  because  of  its  desirability  for 
our  own  sakes  in  the  education  of  our  children,  but  because  it 
has  much  to  do  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  city. 
The  addition  the  past  year  of  the  S.  W.  Thayer  and  Ira  Allen 
school  houses  is  a  matter  of  congratulation.  Both  had  become 
an  absolute  necessity,  for  the  new  buildings  replaced  old  ones 
which  were  utterly  unfit  for  their  purpose.  These  buildings 
are  such  as  we  may  well  be  proud  of  and  will  answer  the  pur- 
pose in  their  respective  localities  for  many  years  to  come. 
There  will,  however,  continue  to  be  a  demand  for  increasing 
facilities  so  long  as  Burlington  continues  its  growth  and  pros- 
perity. Already  there  is  a  stiong  petition  in  the  hands  of  the 
school  commissioners  for  the  erection  of  a  building  in  the 
south  part  of  the  city,  on  or  near  what  is  known  as  the  "Addi- 
tion." The  schools  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  continue 
to  be  crowded  to  a  very  uncomfortable  extent,  and  the  time  is 
surely  not  far  distant  when  additional  buildings  or  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  present  ones  will  be  absolutely  required.  It 
seems  to  me,  however,  that  the  greatest  point  of  need  in  our 
present  condition  is  of  a  new  High  school  building.  The 
present  one  has  been  over -crowded  for  several  years,  and 
every  new  term  sees  the  demand  for  accommodations  increased. 
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Not  only  is  the  school  building  inadequate  so  far  as  size  is 
concerned  for  the  present  number  of  pupils,  but  it  lacks  those 
facilities  for  teaching  certain  branches  which  are  now  in  great 
demand  and  for  which  provision  should  certainly  be  made.  I 
trust,  therefore,  that  the  matter  of  a  new  building  for  the 
High  school  will  receive  careful  consideration,  and  that  a 
building  ample  in  size  for  many  years  to  come,  and  centrally 
located,  will  soon  be  provided. 

OUK  STREETS. 

The  past  year  was  a  very  important  one  in  the  work  of 
the  street  depart  me  tit.  Early  in  the  year  came  a  very  strong 
demand  from  our  citizens  for  work  along  the  line  of  perma- 
nent improvement  of  our  principal  thoroughfares,  and  at  the 
same  time  a  demand  that  the  work  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  engineer  of  experience  in  street  construction.  The 
action  of  the  city  meeting  in  voting  to  issue,  bonds  for  this 
purpose  and  putting  the  work  under  the  supervision  of  an  ad- 
visory board  does  not  need  to  be  rehearsed.  The  city  is  cer- 
tainly to  be  congratulated  in  being  able  to  avail  itself  of  such 
men  as  Prof.  Y.  G.  Barbour  and  Capt.  Guy  Howard  upon 
this  advisory  board,  and  they  have  given  most  excellent  and 
willing  service  during  the  past  season.  After  careful  inquiry, 
Mr.  W.  S.  Bacot,  C.  E.,  was  engaged  as  the  consulting  engi- 
neer, and  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year  under  his 
supervision  has  given  very  general  satisfaction.  Perhaps  the 
most  useful  part  of  Engineer  Bacot's  work  was  the  prepara- 
tion of  his  final  report  giving  recommendations  for  all  the 
streets  of  the  city  and  careful  estimates  as  to  the  cost  if  im- 
proved in  accordance  with  this  recommendation.  This  report 
will  be  the  basis  for  future  work  for  many  years  to  come,  and 
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will  enable  the  board  of  street  commissioners  and  the  city 
officials  to  know  what  can  best  be  accomplished  with  their 
funds  from  year  to  year.  It  is  my  earnest  belief  that  nothing 
can  be  done  that  will  tell  more  emphatically  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  our  city  than  to  continue  the  work  of  improvement  as 
begun  the  past  season,  and  I  trust  it  will  receive  your  hearty 
co-operation. 

The  permanent  work  proposed  by  our  advisory  board  for 
the  coming  year  was  given  in  the  report  submitted  with  the 
annual  report  of  the  street  commissioners.  This,  however, 
may  be  changed  if  it  is  found  that  tbe  water  and  sewer  depart- 
ments are  unable  to  do  the  work  necessary  on  the  streets 
chosen  for  permanent  improvement,  as  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
board  to  only  improve  such  streets  as  are  in  proper  condition 
as  to  water,  sewer,  and  gas  pipes. 

The  amendment  to  our  charter  granted  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature,  giving  the  street  department  the  power  to 
sprinkle  the  streets,  enables  us  to  take  an  advanced  step  that 
meets  with  the  favor  of  most  of  our  citizens.  Such  action 
on  your  part  as  may  be  needed  in  order  to  carry  this  out 
should  have  immediate  attention. 

SEWERS. 

The  sewer  system  has  been  extended  by  building  9940 
feet  of  new  lines  the  past  season,  the  most  of  this  being  the 
new  trunk  line  to  take  the  sewerage  of  the  extreme  north  part 
of  the  city.  The  cost  of  the  various  extensions  was  $9738.15, 
of  which  $6216.32  was  assessed  against  the  property,  $3521.77 
was  paid  by  the  city. 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  outlet  into  deep  water  has 
also  been  accomplished  the  past  season.     This  is  a  work  of 
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great  importance,  as  it  does  away  with  the  nuisance  which  has 
been  so  troublesome  in  past  seasons  at  times  of  low  water. 

The  city  engineer  has  in  preparation  plans  for  a  sewer 
system  for  that  part  of  the  city  south  of  Kilburn  street.  If 
this  section  continues  the  growth  which  we  expect  in  the 
future,  it  will  not  be  long  before  this  work  will  need  to  be 
undertaken.  An  increasing  number  of  persons  are  availing 
themselves  of  the  right  to  pay  their  proportion  of  the  cost  of 
sewers  and  other  street  improvements  by  annual  installments, 
and  this  will  without  doubt  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  more 
rapidly  extending  these  improvements  in  the  future. 

THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  unusual  number  of  fires  the  past  season,  nearly  double 
the  number  of  average  years,  and  the  probability  of  an  increase 
in  insurance  rates,  turned  the  attention  of  our  citizens  and  of 
the  committee  on  the  fire  department  to  the  subject  of  a  paid 
fire  department  in  the  place  of  the  volunteer  department 
which  had  served  us  so  long  and  faithfully. 

Careful  investigation  brought  the  conviction  in  most 
minds  that  Burlington  had  come  to  the  time,  which  always 
comes  to  a  live,  growing  city,  when  it  was  not  policy  or  safe 
business  prudence  to  depend  on  volunteer  effort  to  perform 
the  arduous  and  dangerous  duties  of  fighting  fire.  I  need  not 
rehearse  the  steps  that  have  been  taken,  for  they  are  perfectly 
familiar  to  you  all,  but  I  do  congratulate  you  that  the  change 
has  been  brought  about  and  with  less  friction  than  is  usually 
the  case  when  such  changes  have  been  made.  I  believe  that 
Burlington  will  have  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most 
efficient  departments  in  any  of  the  smaller  cities  of  the  coun- 
try, and  that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  all  citizens. 
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I  am  glad  to  say  that  our  arrangements  were  highly 
approved  by  the  insurance  officials  that  have  been  here  recently 
in  connection  with  the  late  fire.  I  think  the  change  will  save 
us  from  an  advance  of  insurance  rates,  which  would  probably 
be  very  considerable  if  it  were  not  for  the  immediate  change 
we  are  making. 

The  new  department  will  I  am  confident  receive  the  loyal 
support  of  every  member  of  your  Board,  and  I  trust  it  will  do 
honor  to  our  city  and  to  the  judgment  of  those  who  advocated 
the  change. 

I  desire  to  endorse  the  warm  words  of  commendation 
given  by  Chief  Engineer  Murray,  in  his  late  report,  of  the 
volunteer  fire  department.  Their  faithful  service  is  fully 
appreciated  by  our  citizens,  and  will  long  be  remembered  with 
sincere  thankfulness  for  their  brave  work  in  many  an  hour  of 
danger  and  hardship.  The  new  department  will  no  doubt  be 
largely  made  up  of  members  of  the  old,  and  for  the  future  we 
are  glad  they  are  to  have  some  adequate  recompense  for  their 
labor. 

Consideration  will  soon  need  to  be  given  to  the  sale  of  the 
old  and  unnecessary  apparatus,  etc.,  that  the  proceeds  may  be 
turned  in  towards  the  expense  of  the  new. 

It  has  come  to  be  the  usual  custom  in  many  cases  for  per- 
sons to  commence  a  building  or  make  changes  in  location  or 
construction  without  first  obtaining  license  and  the  approval 
of  the  fire  wardens.  It  is  of  course  embarrassing  to  disapprove 
in  such  cases,  as  it  may  make  the  parties  considerable  loss. 
There  should,  however,  be  some  rule  adopted  that  will  make 
it  incumbent  upon  the  parties  and  upon  the  persons  doing  the 
work  to  first  obtain  the  license  and  approval  of  the  wardens. 
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I  would  suggest  that  in  case  it  was  not  first  obtained,  some 
amount,  say  $5,  be  charged  for  it  if  given  after  work  com 
mencecl.    If  done  in  this  way  it  will  not  often  be  forgotten. 

POLICE  DEPAKTMENT. 

By  an  act  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  a  radical  chang( 
-was  made  in  the  method  of  appointing:  the  police  force,  th( 
purpose  being  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  personnel  and  effi 
ciency  of  the  members  and  put  the  force  on  a  non-partisan  anc 
permanent  basis.  No  police  department  can  be  made  what  i 
should  be  as  long  as  the  practice  prevails  of  giving  places  01 
the  force  as  a  reward  of  political  activity,  and  whenever  i 
change  comes  in  the  political  character  of  the  city  administra 
tion  have  the  old  force  dismissed  and  an  entirely  new  orn 
appointed.  It  has  been  an  extraordinary  fact  that  for  the  thirty 
years  of  the  existence  of  our  police  force,  there  has  never  beei 
a  printed  rule  or  regulation  for  its  government,  and  no  require( 
qualifications  for  appointees.  I  am  confident  that  the  chang< 
now  to  be  made  in  the  administration  of  this  department  wil 
be  greatly  for  its  benefit  and  will  increase  its  efficiency  an< 
the  confidence  felt  by  our  citizens  in  the  protection  to  life  an( 
property  it  will  afford. 

The  new  law  creates  a  board  of  police  examiners  win 
shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  th 
department  and  prescribe  qualifications  for  members  of  th 
force.  Applications  are  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  thes 
regulations  and  the  applicants  shall  be  examined  by  th 
board,  and  if  found  eligible  to  a  position  the  board  shall  s< 
certify  to  the  mayor,  who  shall  appoint  the  requisite  numbe 
from  those  who  are  so  certified.  In  making  these  appoini 
merits  not  more  than  two-thirds  shall  be  appointed  from  an; 
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one  political  party,  provided  that  there  be  enough  approved 
applications  from  those  of  other  parties  to  fill  the  positions. 

In  case  of  any  complaints  against  any  member  of  the 
force,  the  board  of  examiners  shall  investigate,  and  if  the  offi- 
cer is  found  guilty  of  misconduct  the  mayor  shall  remove  or 
suspend  him.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  ultimate  responsibility 
for  the  force  remains  with  the  mayor,  as  he  makes  the  appoint- 
ments and  they  are  under  his  direction  as  provided  by  the 
charter.  He  is  greatly  relie  ved,  however,  at  the  two  most  difficult 
points  in  the  practical  administration  of  his  duties — no  appli- 
cations can  come  to  him  for  appointment  until  they  have  passed 
the  board  and  been  certified  by  them  as  qualified,  and  all 
cases  of  complaint  for  misconduct  are  to  be  considered  by  it, 
and  it  is  mandatory  upon  the  mayor  to  carry  out  their  find- 
ings. With  these  provisions  I  am  confident  that  we  can  secure 
and  maintain  a  police  force  that  will  merit  the  approbation  of 
every  law-abiding  citizen. 

I  have  written  to  nearly  25  different  cities  of  about  our 
size,  asking  for  copies  of  their  police  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions. From  two-thirds  of  these  I  received  a  reply,  and  of 
these  about  one-half  were  well  devised  regulations  that  will  be 
a  great  aid  in  perfecting  those  necessary  for  our  own  force.  I 
have  therefore  no  doubt  but  the  new  board  will  be  able  to  act 
promptly  in  the  matter,  and  that  they  will  have  everything 
necessary  done  in  ample  time  for  the  new  regulations  to  go 
into  effect  at  the  date  prescribed,  April  25. 

During  the  past  year  the  police  made  522  arrests,  the 

principal  causes  for  which  were  as  follows : 

Intoxication,  -  -  -  -  -  198 

Selling  Liquor,    -  -  -  -  -  -  158 

Breach  of  peace,      -  -  -  -  -  76 

Total,'         ....  -  432 
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Without  doubt  nearly  all  the  cases  of  breach  of  peace  are 
directly  traceable  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor,  and  if  so, 
fully  five-sixths  of  all  arrests  are  chargeable  to  the  evil  of  alco- 
hol, leaving  but  90  arrests  made  for  other  causes. 

During  the  past  year  I  believe  the  police  force  as  a  whole 
has  endeavored  to  perform  its  duty  faithfully,  and  is  entitled 
to  the  commendation  of  our  citizens. 

THE  FLETCHEK  LIBRARY. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  again  to  the  needs 
of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library.  It  is  such  an  important  part  of 
our  educational  system  and  is  of  such  great  value  to  almost 
the  entire  population  of  our  city  that  its  wants  should  be  a 
matter  of  our  careful  attention.  Lack  of  room  has  caused  a 
great  overcrowding,  and  a  large  number  of  valuable  books  are 
stowed  away  where  they  are  of  but  little  use.  The  library 
trustees  recommend  certain  additions  to  the  shelving  capacity 
so  that  the  present  need  can  be  partially  supplied  for  a  very 
small  sum,  but  wTe  must  bear  constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that 
in  the  future  a  more  suitable  building  should  be  provided. 

THE  LIQUOR  AGENCY. 

Increasing  care  in  the  conduct  of  the  agency  has  resulted 
in  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  sales.  It  needs 
to  be  constantly  borne  in  mind  that  the  liquor  agency  is  the 
means  provided  by  law  for  the  legitimate  obtainance  of  such 
articles  of  the  kind  as  may  be  needed  by  our  citizens.  I  be- 
lieve that  due  care  has  been  taken  in  the  purchase  of  the 
needed  liquors  so  that  only  those  of  good  quality  have  been 
supplied,  and  that  our  citizens  may  have  as  much  confidence 
in  obtaining  what  they  need  from  the  agency  as  from  any 
other  source.     When  our  physicians  have  reason  to  recom- 
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mend  the  use  of  anything  of  the  kind,  they  need  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  sending  their  patients  to  the  agency  for  their  supply. 

I  recommend  an  investigation  of  the  methods  suggested 
by  the  county  commissioners  as  to  the  ways  of  keeping  the 
record  of  sales,  and  that  all  practical  improvements  be  made 
in  the  conduct  of  this  part  of  the  city's  business. 

THE  STKEET  KAILWAY. 

The  excellent  service  of  our  electric  street  railway  for 
the  past  year  has  been  a  great  satisfaction  to  our  citizens.  I 
trust  that  its  continuation  up  Pine  street  may  be  made  this 
season,  making  a  continuous  belt  line  to  the  southern  part  of 
the  city.  "When  the  new  electric  road  from  Winooski  to 
Essex  Junction  by  way  of  Eort  Ethan  Allen  is  constructed, 
the  facilities  that  Burlington  will  enjoy  in  this  particular  will 
be  larger  than  in  most  places  of  our  size.  These  lines  will  be 
of  especial  benefit  during  the  summer  season  in  furnishing  a 
delightful  opportunity  for  our  citizens  to  enjoy  an  outing  at 
the  smallest  possible  expense. 

CHANGE  OF  DEPOT. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  project  for  a  change  in  the 
depot  building  of  the  Central  Vermont  Kailroad  company, 
which  has  so  long  been  discussed,  has  been  brought  to  a  defi- 
nite agreement.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee of  your  Board  last  season,  and  by  their  request  I  have 
had  several  interviews  with  President  Smith  and  have  his 
definite  promise  that  the  change  requested  shall  be  made. 
There  is  some  desire  expressed  that  a  different  site  be  selected 
for  a  depot,  and  some  investigation  will  be  made  of  that  prop- 
osition to  see  if  it  can  be  brought  about,  but  if  not,  the 
change  already  agreed  upon  will  be  made. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year  has  been  in  many  respects  one  of  the  most 
important  to  Burlington.  It  has  been  a  year  of  continuous 
growth  and  general  prosperity,  notwithstanding  that  some 
severe  disasters  by  reason  of  the  recent  fires  have  come  upon 
us.  While  these  are  greatly  to  be  lamented,  I  trust  it  will  not 
result  in  any  permanent  loss  to  the  city,  but  that  their  busi- 
ness will  be  resumed  in  as  short  time  as  possible  and  under 
even  better  circumstances  than  before. 

The  location  of  new  industries,  notably  the  Queen  City 
Cotton  Company,  and  the  establishment  of  the  military  post 
of  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  have  also  been  important  incidents  the 
past  year.  Our  citizens  believe  in  the  future  of  Burlington  as 
never  before,  and  manifest  a  heartier  willingness  to  co-oper- 
ate for  advancing  its  prosperity.  The  coming  year  promises 
equally  well  or  better  than  the  past.  The  changes  which  we 
have  noted  in  several  departments  will  make  this  year  a  nota- 
ble one  in  the  conduct  of  our  city  government.  Already  im- 
portant building  projects  are  under  way  for  this  season,  and 
it  is  practically  assured  that  we  shall  have  another  very  large 
cotton  mill,  almost  the  only  one  being  built  in  New  England, 
erected  early  this  season.  These  considerations  show- that  we 
shall  have  much  of  importance  to  consider  and  that  our  best 
efforts  will  be  required  to  satisfactorily  conduct  the  affairs 
entrusted  to  us.  Let  us  take  up  our  work  in  a  spirit  of  devo- 
tion to  all  the  interests  of  our  loved  city,  and  by  a  conscien- 
tious endeavor  to  do  our  full  duty  strive  to  merit  the  approba- 
tion of  our  citizens.  Personally,  I  shall  heartily  co-operate 
with  you  in  every  way  in  which  we  may  be  able  to  work 
together,  and  I  doubt  not  that  the  year  will  prove  to  be  a 
pleasant  as  it  will  surely  be  a  busy  one  for  us.

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The  report  of  the  School  Census,  taken  with  his  usual 
care  by  Charles  E.  Allen,  Clerk  of  the  School  Board,  and  tab- 
ulated by  him  with  much  labor,  is  presented  below. 

In  connection  with  this  report  I  take  the  liberty  of  giving 
also  the  pertinent  editorial  comments  accompanying  the  pub- 
lication of  the  report  in  the  Free  Press  : 

CITY  OF  BURLINGTON,  SCHOOL  CENSUS. 

Burlington,  Vt.,  April  19,  1895. 

To  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  school  law  and 
your  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  seventh 
annual  report  of  the  school  census  for  the  year  ending  March 
31,  1895.  I  have  only  tabulated  the  results  of  the  last  three 
years,  as  they  cover  the  existing  period  of  school  age,  viz : 
from  5  to  21  years.  The  same  divisional  periods,  as  before 
have  been  preserved  in  order  that  comparisons  with  previous 
years  may  be  obtained,  if  so  desired.

A  study  of  the  results  shown  in  these  tables  will  bring 
out  many  interesting  points,  to  a  few  of  these  attention  is 
called.

We  may  be  at  first  surprised  to  notice  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  children  of  school  age  this  year  is  4652,  or  practically 
the  same  as  last,  although  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  population  of  Burlington  has  continued  to  increase.  If 
there  were  no  other  indications  this  fact  would  be  proved  by 
the  steady  increase  which  appears  in  the  number  of  families 
with  children,  which  is  four  per  cent,  from  1893  to  1894,  and 
six  per  cent  from  1894  to  1895,  the  number  now  being  1949. 
Analyzing  the  result  by  wards,  we  find  during  the  year  past 
in  Ward  One  a  gain  of  16  per  cent,  in  children  and  22  per 
cent,  in  families;  in  Ward  Two,  a  gain  of  4  per  cent,  in  •  chil- 
dren and  4.6  per  cent,  in  families;  in  Ward  Four, 'a  gain  of  4 
per  cent,  in  children  and  2.3  per  cent,  in  families;  and  in  Ward 
Five,  a  gain  of  nearly  1  per  cent  in  children  and  3.2  per  cent, 
in  families,  or  in  the  four  wards  there  is  a  total  gain  of  over  4 
per  cent,  in  children  and  over  10  per  cent,  in  families. 

The  loss  is  found  only  in  Ward  Three,  and  this  amounts 
to  9  per  cent,  in  children  and  3.2  per  cent,  in  families.  A 
further  examination  shows  that  this  loss  in  the  number  of 
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children  appears  in  the  periods  of  from  5  to  8  years  and  from  11 
to  21  years;  the  percentage  in  each  case  being  about  17.  When 
we  consider  that  the  latter  period  covers  the  time  when  chil- 
dren are  employed  as  wage-earners,  and  that  during  the  last 
three  months  two  fires  have  occurred  in  our  city  which  prac- 
tically destroyed  the  extensive  lumber  manufactories  adjacent 
to  this  ward,  may  we  not  reasonably  infer  that,  a  large  number 
of  employes  with  their  families  were  compelled  to  look  for 
work  elsewhere.  Possibly  a  few  have  removed  from  the  city 
until  the  mills  are  rebuilt.  I  have  no  doubt  that  had  the  cen- 
sus been  taken  four  months  ago,  the  result  would  have  been 
more  gratifying.  As  it  is,  the  increase  in  the  other  four 
wards  nearly  compensates  for  the  loss  in  Ward  Three. 

Comparing  the  present  year  with  1893,  we  find  the 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  children  to  be  over  5  per  cent. 
This  increase  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  Second  and  Fifth 
Wards. 

TABLE  No.  2 

shows  what  progress  has  been  made  in  education.  The  results, 
are  encouraging.  In  the  period  from  5  to  8  years,  when  illit- 
eracy should  naturally  be  expected,  we  find  that  since  1893,  it 
has  been  reduced  10  per  cent.  From  8  to  21  years,  nearly  1 
per  cent.,  and  from  5  to  21  years  nearly  3  per  cent.  Results 
as  gratifying  as  could  reasonably  be  expected.

The  increased  attendance  upon  the  several  schools  in  the 
city  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  18  during  the  last 
seven  years,  as  shown  in  this  table,  is  equally  noticeable  and 
encouraging.    With  the  single  exception  of  1892,  the  decrease 
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in  the  number  not  found  in  any  school  has  been  constant. 
While  the  number  of  children  in  this  period  has  increased 
from  3344  to  3848,  or  15  per  cent.,  the  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber not  attending  school  has  been  from  667  to  73  or  89  per 
cent. 

As  the  three  new  school  buildings  which  have  been  erected 
since  1892  have  added  but  three  hundred  sittings  to  the  pre- 
vious public  school  capacity,  and  the  increased  attendance 
since  1888  has  been  586  or  41  per  cent.,  the  demand  for  addi- 
tional school  room  still  presents  itself  for  our  careful  consid- 
eration, and  will  no -doubt  in  due  time,  successfully  appeal  to 
our  citizens,  when  they  realize  the  great  disadvantages,  phys- 
ical and  mental,  of  over-crowded  school  rooms. 

-Their  generous  appreciation  of  the  value  of  good  school 
work,  evidenced  in  the  model  school  houses  recently  built, will 
certainly  prompt  them  to  provide  for  the  necessity,  even  now 
pressing,  of  further  expenditures  in  this  direction.

BURLINGTON'S  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRESS. 

[  From  the  Free  Fress.] 

The  Free  Press  has  had  frequent  occasion  to  refer  to 
the  public  schools  of  Burlington  and  to  comment  upon  the 
excellent  work  that  is  being  done  by  our  school  department. 
All  that  we  have  said  during  the  past  twelve  months  has  been 
more  than  justified,  however,  by  the  results  of  the  school 
census  taken,  as  it  has  been  during  the  past  six  years,  under 
the  efficient  supervision  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Allen;  and  we  are 
pleased  to  lay  before  our  readers  this  morning  the  substantial 
token  of  Burlington's  educational  progress,  in  the  form  of  Mr. 
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Allen's  report  to  the  school  board.  The  report  contains  many 
valuable  suggestions,  as  well  as  important  facts,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  all  who  are  interested  in  the  cause  of  education 
and  public  intelligence  will  give  it  careful  consideration. 

The  census,  which  is  the  seventh  taken  since  the  passage 
of  the  school  law  of  1888,  shows  that  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city  has  increased  during 
the  past  year  nearly  10  per  cent.  Of  the  3848  school  children 
enumerated  between  the  ages  of  5  and  18,  only  73,  or  a  frac- 
tion less  than  2  per  cent,  are  not  found  in  any  school,  the  re- 
duction for  the  seven  years  having  been  from  667  to  73,  or  89 
per  cent.,  a  most  remarkable  as  well  as  gratifying  showing. 
The  reduction  of  3  per  cent,  in  the  percentage  of  illiteracy  in 
the  city  during  the  year  is  also  encouraging. 

The  report  suggests  the  fact  that  Burlington  has  reason 
to  be  proud  of  its  school  department.  The  continued  success 
and  constantly  increasing  prosperity  of  our  public  schools  is  a 
gratifying  indication  that  the  school  children  of  this  city  are 
in  excellent  hands  and  that  the  school  board  are  making  a  wise 
and  judicious  expenditure  of  the  money  entrusted  to  them  for 
the  purposes  of  education.  But  this  is  not  all.  That  Bur- 
lington is  becoming  more  and  more  an  educational  centre  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  shown  by  the  report  that  the  attendance  at 
the  private  schools,  like  the  Episcopal  Institute,  the  Hopkins 
Hall,  St.  Mary's  Academy  and  the  Commercial  College,  lias 
largely  increased,  without  any  sign  of  a  falling  off,  but  rather 
with  an  increase  in  the  attendance  upon  the  public  schools. 
All  in  all  the  residents  of  Burlington  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  indications  contained  in  the  report  of  the  educational 
progress  of  our  city.

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

One  year  ago  I  had  the  pleasure  of  reporting  the  con- 
struction of  two  new  school  buildings,  the  "Ira  Allen"  and"S. 
W.  Thayer"  schools.  After  a  year's  experience  with  them 
and  another  year  with  the  "Converse  School,"  I  am  very  glad 
to  say  that  our  first  impressions  of  their  excellence  in  respect 
to  construction,  arrangement  and  adaptation  to  their  purposes, 
have  been  fully  confirmed. 

But  there  seems  to  be  neither  rest  at  present  nor  prospect 
of  rest  in  the  near  future  from  the  labor  of  school  house  con- 
struction. The  continued  increase  in  school  attendance  made 
it  evident,  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  that  we  had  not 
yet  obtained  sufficient  relief  in  school  accommodations.  Ac- 
cordingly the  School  Commissioners  felt  constrained  to  pre- 
sent statements  and  petitions  to  your  Honorable  Board  for 
additional  school  rooms. 

The  following  statements  with  the  record  of  the  action 
taken  by  you  will  form  a  history  of  the  movement  which 
resulted  in  tearing  down  the  North  and  Murray  Streets  build- 
ing and  in  starting  the  "Lawrence  Barnes  School." 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  Burlington,  Vt.: 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  School  Commissioners  of  the  City 
of  Burlington,  present  the  following  statement  showing  the  necessity  of 
providing  additional  school  accommodations  for  the  public  schools  of  the 
city. 

For  several  years  the  enrollment  of  High  School  pupils  from  the  city 
has  been  greatly  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  the 
school. 

The  first  story  of  the  High  School  building  has  thus  far  been  occu- 
pied by  the  Grammar  School,  leaving  only  the  second  and  third  stories 
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for  the  High  School  proper.  The  third  story  was  originally  intended  for 
an  assembly  hall  but  as  the  school  increased  it  was  divided  into  class 
rooms.  These  rooms  are  difficult  of  access  and  are  poorly  lighted  and 
ventilated. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  this  increase  of  room,  many  pupils  have  been 
compelled  for  lack  of  seats  and  seating  capacity  in  the  building, to  study 
at  their  homes. 

The  pressing  need  of  different  and  better  accommodations  for  our 
High  School  is  very  generally  recognized,  and  some  of  our  citizens  have 
advocated  the  construction  of  a  new  High  School  building  in  the  near 
future. 

If,  however,  different  rooms  can  be  provided  for  the  Grammar 
School,  and  the  whole  High  School  building  can  be  given  up  to  the  High 
School,  the  present  building  will  contain  sufficient  room  for  the  school 
for  some  time  to  come. 

The  Cherry  Street  school  building,  now  occupied  for  ungraded  day 
and  evening  schools,  has  been  a  discredit  to  the  city  for  many  years.  It 
is  an  old  building  in  a  very  poor  condition,  and  its  location  is  very  objec- 
tionable. Its  surroundings  are  such  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  repair 
the  present  building,  or  to  rebuild  on  the  lot.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  this  building  and  lot  should  not  be  occupied  hereafter  for  school 
purposes. 

A  suitable  room  in  a  central  location  should  be  provided  for  the 
ungraded  schools,  in  order  to  accommodate  conveniently  the  whole  city. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Converse,  North  and  Murray  Streets, 
Archibald  Street  and  Pomeroy  schools  have  all  been  overcrowded.

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Including  the  Cherry  Street  schools,  there  are  288  pupils  in  excess 
of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  buildings  named. 

These  pupils  must  be  provided  for.  To  do  this  and  to  give  the  High 
School  additional  room,  the  undersigned  School  Commissioners  recom- 
mend the  purchase  of  the  property  on  the  North-east  corner  of  Pearl  and 
North  Union  streets,  known  as  the  Henry  P  Hickok  property. 

The  buildings  thereon  are  of  such  form  and  construction  that  they 
can  easily  be  con  verted  into  good  school  houses,  and  the  location  is  such 
that  all  the  objects  herein  set  forth  as  deemed  desirable  by  your  peti- 
tioners, can  be  accomplished. 

To  this  property,  if  secured  for  school  purposes,  the  Grammar 
School  now  in  the  High  School  building,  and  one  or  both  of  the  Gram- 
mar Schools  now  in  the  Main  Street  school  building  can  be  removed. 
The  entire  High  School  building  can  be  devoted  to  the  High  School. 
Pupils  in  the  Cherry  Street  building  can  be  removed  to  the  Converse 
School  and  to  the  Main  Street  building,  and  by  transfers  and  re-district- 
ing, the  excess  of  pupils  in  Converse,  North  and  Murray  Streets,  Archi- 
bald Street  and  Pomeroy  Schools  can  be  provided  for. 

The  property  referred  to,  we  are  informed,  can  be  purchased 

for    $15,000  00 

And  we  estimate  the  cost  of  fitting  the  property  for  school 

purposes,  at      10,000  00 


Making  a  total  to  be  provided  for,  as  to  your  Honorable  Body 

shall  seem  best,  of      $25,000  00 

It  is  with  great  reluctance  that  we  call  upon  your  Honorable  Body 
at  this  time  to  provide  funds  for  this  purpose,  but  the  continuous  growth 
of  the  city,  and  our  limited  school  accommodations  create  a  demand  for 
additional  school  room,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  city  to  provide.  In 
no  other  way,  we  believe,  can  this  demand  be  met,  and  so  many  schools 
be  relieved,  at  so  small  an  outlay,  as  by  the  plan  herein  proposed. 

In  order  that  the  necessary  changes  be  made,  and  that  the  rooms  be 
ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  next  fall  term,  we  trust  that 
this  matter  will  receive  your  immediate  and  favorable  consideration.

The  foregoing  statement  was  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
City  Council  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1895,  and  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  held  the  same  date,  was  read,  and 
on  motion  of  Alderman  Herrington,  referred  to  the  School 
Committee  to  consider  and  report. 
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The  Committee  subsequently  presented  the  following 
report,  viz  :

The  Committee  on  Schools  to  whom  was  referred  the  purchasing  of 
the  Hickok  property  for  school  house  or  houses,  as  recommended  by  the 
School  Commissioners  in  their  communication  of  July  1,  1895,  would 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  purchase  of  the  Hickok  property  for  school  purpose?  is 
unwise  and  not  a  good  business  investment.  It  is  not  central  enough  to 
lessen  the  present  strain  on  our  school  houses,  as  the  School  Commis- 
sioners admit  that  the  largest  number  of  pupils  come  from  the  second 
and  thud  wards. 

These  two  wards  represent  about  three-fifths  of  the  school  children 
in  the  city. 

We  would  suggest  a  school  building  on  the  property  now  owned  by 
the  city,  comer  of  North  and  Murray  streets.  The  lot  is  about  one  hun- 
dred by  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  and  is  centrally  located  between  the 
two  wards.  The  present  building  is  unfit  for  any  teacher  or  pupil  to 
remain  in  during  school  hours,  and  has  been  so  for  a  number  of  years. 

We  deem  it  wise  to  erect  on  this  property  a  six  or  eight  room  build- 
ing- at  a  cost  of  twenty  or  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  This  would 
relieve  the  strain  on  all  the  other  school  houses  in  the  city. 

While  in  course  of  erection  the  North  and  Murray  Streets  school 
children  can  be  accommodated  in  the  Star  Hose  room  which  we  think 
will  hold  one  hundred  or  one  hundred  and  twenty,  and  a  place  in  the 
near  vicinity  could  be  rented  for  the  accommodation  of  the  rest. 

This  and  a  moderate  school  building  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  in 
the  near  future,  we  think,  would  supply  the  need  of  the  public  for  some 
years  to  come.

This  report  of  the  School  Committee  was  read  in  Board 
of  Aldermen  the  18th  day  of  July,  1S95,  adopted  and  ordered 
on  tile. 

The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  then  presented  the 
following  statement  to  the  City  Council,  viz  : 

Burlington.  Vt.,  July  23,  1895. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  Burlington,  Vt.: 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  School  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Burlington  respectfully  present  the  following  statement,  and  ask  that  it 
mav  receive  vour  careful  and  immediate  attention. 
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On  the  1st  day  of  July  instant,  the  School  Commissioners  of  the  City 
filed  with  the  Clerk  of  your  Honorable  Body  a  statement  showing  the 
necessity  for  additional  accommodations,  and  recommended  the  purchase 
and  improvement  of  certain  property  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Pearl 
and  North  Union  Streets,  for  school  purposes. 

At  a  meeting  of  your  Board  held  on  the  day  of  such  filing,  this  com- 
munication was  referred  to  your  committee  on  schools.  This  committee 
investigated  the  matter  referred  to  them,  and  on  the  18th  day  of  July 
instant  reported  back  to  you,  disapproving  of  the  purchase  and  improve- 
ment of  the  property  referred  to,  and  of  the  plan  of  relief  for  the  schools 
proposed  by  the  School  Commissioners. 

This  report  was  unanimously  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body. 

In  the  report  your  Committee  on  Schools  expressly  recognized  the 
necessity  for  new  school  buildings  and  recommended  the  erection  of  a  new 
school  house  on  the  site  of  the  present  North  and  Murray  Streets  School. 

The  unsuitableness  of  the  old  Cherry  Street  building,  and  the  excess 
of  attendance  over  seating  capacity  in  the  Converse,  North  and  Murray 
Streets,  Archibald  Street  and  Pomeroy  Schools,  were  particularly  set 
forth  in  our  statement  above  referred  to. 

The  necessity  for  new  school  buildings  arising  from  these  conditions 
still  exists,  and  remains  unprovided  for.  Such  a  building  as  your  com- 
mittee and  your  Honorable  Board  hpve  recommended  will  relieve  the 
schools  above  named. 

We,  therefore,  deeply  impressed  with  the  urgent  necessity  of  imme- 
diate relief  for  the  pupils  in  the  Cherry  Street  School,  and  in  the  over 
crowded  schools  in  the  north  and  thickly  settled  portion  of  the  city  ,  and 
acquiescing  in  the  recommendation  of  your  committee  on  schools,  which 
was  unanimously  approved  by  you,  respectfully  ask  that  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  be  provided  at  once  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  eight-room  school  house  on  the  school  lot  situated  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  North  and  Murray  Streets,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
such  additional  land  adjoining  said  school  lot  as  may  be  deemed  advisa- 
ble.

At  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council  held  the  5th  day  of 
August,  1895,  the  latter  statement  was  approved,  and  an  issue 
of  school  bonds  for  the  sum  of  $25,000  was  provided  for. 

The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  proceeded  at  once  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  new  building. 

At  their  invitation,  several  architects  presented  prelimin- 
ary sketches,  and  after  very  careful  consideration  with  refer- 
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ence  to  the  location  and  needs  of  the  building,  and  the  amount 
of  the  appropriation,  that  of  Mr.  Charles  W.  Buckham  of  this 
city,  was  selected.  The  Board,  then,  as  soon  as  possible, 
advertised  widely  for  bids  for  construction,  and  many  were 
received,  not  only  from  resident,  but  also  from  non-resident 
contractors.  No  bid  received,  however,  promised  to  bring  the 
cost  of  the  building  within  the  appropriation,  and  the  plans 
were  re-submitted  to  the  architect  for  reduction  and  modifica- 
tion. Mr.  Buckham  made  a  few  changes,  which,  while  dimin- 
ishing the  cost  would  not  only  not  decrease  the  value  of,  but 
in  some  respects  improve  the  building.  Most  of  the  contract- 
ors who  had.  at  first  submitted  proposals,  again  put  in  their 
bids  with  the  result  that  Messrs.  French,  Witherbee  &  Co.  of 
this  city,  being  the  lowest  bidders,  were  awarded  the  contract. 

Meanwhile  the  contract  for  warming  and  ventilating  the 
building  had  been  secured  by  the  Fuller  &  Warren  Warming 
and  Ventilating  Co.  of  Boston. 

The  delays  in  making  these  preliminary  arrangements, 
consumed  much  valuable  time,  and  brought  the  season  for  out- 
door work  nearly  to  a  close,  but  the  contractors  made  a  good 
beginning  on  the  foundation  walls,  and  when  cold  weather 
came  on,  covered  them  in  for  the  winter.  They  are  in  posi- 
tion now  to  resume  work  early  in  the  spring  and  intend  to 
push  it  forward  rapidly.  By  the  terms  of  the  -contract  the 
building  is  to  be  completed  on  or  before  August  15,  1896. 

The  lot  thirty-three  feet  wide  next  south  of  the  North 
and  Murray  Streets  school  lot  has  recently  been  purchased  of 
Mrs.  Eunice  Doxey  Peil,  and  makes  a  necessary  addition  to 
the  former  lot. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  held 
the  7th  day  of,  January,  1896,  the  new  building  was  named 
the 
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"LAWRENCE  BARNES  SCHOOL," 

in  honor  of  the  late  Lawrence  Barnes  of  this  city. 

The  appropriateness  of  this  action  will  be  recognized  by 
all  who  remember  Mr.  Barnes,  or  who  are  at  all  familiar  with 
his  life  and  work  here.  For  many  years  he  was  the  leading 
business  man  of  Burlington. 

While  devoting  his  energies  chiefly  to  the-  lumber  trade, 
he  was  also  active  in  introducing  and  promoting  other  indus- 
tries, and  was  prominently  connected  with  the  commercial  and 
linancial  institutions  of  the  city. 

Conspicuous  as  he  was  for  his  ability  and  success  in  busi- 
ness affairs,  he  was  hardly  less  distinguished  for  his  devotion 
to  the  religious  and  educational  interests  of  the  city  and  State. 

Mr.  Barnes  stood  for  business  enterprise,  business  honor, 
business  honesty  and  integrity;  a  strong  minded,  large  hearted, 
public  spirited,  consecrated  Christian  citizen,  to  whom  the  city 
owes  much  for  its  progress  and  prosperity.  Recognizing  in 
some  degree,  our  obligations  to  him,  the  School  Commissioners 
take  great  pleasure  in  helping  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
his  work  and  character  by  giving  to  the  new  school  building 
his  name. 


But  the  construction  of  the  Lawrence  Barnes  School  does 
not  fully  meet  the  requirements  of  our  condition.  As  the 
facts  were  pretty  fully  set  forth  in  the  statement  of  the  School 
Commissioners  to  your  Honorable  Body,  made  July  1,  1895, 
they  need  not  be  rehearsed  in  detail  here  again.  It  is  sufficient 
to  say  that  the  Cherry  Street  School  is  still  in  use  to  the  great 
discredit  of  the  city  ;  the  High  School  long  since  outgrew  its 
quarters  and  is  inadequately  and  improperly  housed ;  and  a 
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new  school  has  already  been  opened  on  Park  Avenue.  The 
work  of  school  house  construction  must  continue,  and  it  is  not 
improbable  that  another  call  upon  you  for  funds  for  this  pur- 
pose will  be  made  during  the  present  year. 

The  order  of  construction  in  degree  of  present  urgency 
should  be  as  follows,  viz  : 

1.  A  building  on  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ferguson  and 
Scarff  addition  to  accommodate  the  increasing  school  popula- 
tion of  the  south  part  of  the  city.  Farther  reference  will  be 
made  to  this  in  speaking  of  the  new  school  on  Park  Avenue. 

2.  The  ungraded  schools  demand  different  and  better 
accommodations.  There  should  be  no  delay  in  making  suitable 
provision  for  these  schools. 

-  3.  A  new  High  School  should  be  built.  The  two  first 
mentioned  are  absolutely  necessary,  and  the  third  is  very  much 
needed.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners, 
held  April  5,  1895,  the  following  petitions  were  presented, 
viz : 

To  the  Honorable  School  Board  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  Vt.: 

Gentlemen  :— We,  the  undersigned  heads  of  families,  citizens  and 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  living  in  or  near  the  Ferguson  and 
Scarff  Addition,  so-called,  believing  that  there  is  an  imperative  need, 
and  that  our  suit  is  but  reasonable  and  right,  respectfully  petition  your 
Honorable  Body,  and  request  that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  at  once  to 
erect  an  adequate  public  school  building  on  said  Addition  to  accommo- 
date the  rapidly  multiplying  school  children  in  that  section,  and  that  the 
same  be  completed  in  time  so  that  a  school  may  be  maintained  there 
during  the  school  year  of  1895-6.

The  School  Commissioners  gave  their  immediate  atten- 
tion to  the  matter  of  these  petitions,  looked  over  the  ground, 
ascertained  the  number  of  pupils  then  in  attendance  at  the 
Adams  SchooFand  the  capacity  of  the  school,  and  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  all  the  children  of  school  age  in,  the  district, 
could,  for  the  present,  be  accommodated  in  that  school,  and 
that  while  a  new  building  would  be  a  convenience,  it  would 
not  be  an  immediate  necessity. 

They  therefore  decided  not  to  undertake  the  construction 
of  a  building  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  last  season,  espe- 
cially as  there  seemed  to  them  to  be  more  pressing  need  of  ad- 
ditional buildings  in  the  north  part  of  the  city. 
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Soon  after  the  fall  term  opened,  however,  it  proved  to  be 
necessary  to  put  additional  seats  into  Adams  Primary,  and  in 
a  few  weeks  it  became  evident  that  the  hive  must  swarm,  and 
that  a  new  colony  be  started. 

On  the  21st  day  of  October,  about  forty  pupils  were 
taken  from  the  Adams  Primary  to  the  first  story  of  H.  P. 
Conger's  building  on  Park  Avenue,  and  formed  with  others 
who  came  in,  what  we  have  since  called  the  Park  Avenue 
Primary. 

This  school  was  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Laura  L.  Brow- 
nell,  an  experienced  teacher,  and  last  term  had  an  enrollment 
of  56  pupils.  And  still  there  were  left  at  the  Adams  Prim- 
ary 111  pupils. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  said  to  be  27  tenements  in 
process  of  construction  at  Lakeside  Park,  which  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  spring.  Should  they  be  filled,  as  they 
doubtless  wTill  be,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, with  productive  families,  it  is  probable  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  open  another  room  in  connection  with  Park 
Avenue  Primary  before  this  school  year  closes. 

The  lease  of  the  rooms  now  occupied  will  expire  next 
May.  They  were  the  best  available  rooms  which  we  could 
find,  but  they  were  designed  for  mercantile,  not  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  and  would  not  be  satisfactory  for  permanent 
school  use. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  duty  of  the  city, — to  use 
the  language  of  the  petition — "to  erect  an  adequate  public 
school  building  on  said  Addition  to  accommodate  the  rapidly 
multiplying  school  children  in  that  section,"  seems  clear  and 
positive.  It  need  not  be  a  matter  of  surprise,  then,  if  the 
School  Commissioners  present  themselves  before  you  this  year 
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with  the  required  statement  and  application  for  another  school 
building. 

NORTH  AND  MURRAY  STREETS  SCHOOLS. 

Soon  after  your  favorable  action  on  our  last  statement, 
the  old  North  and  Murray  Streets  School  building  was  demol- 
ished, and  the  ground  cleared  for  the  new  building.  It  then 
became  necessary  to  rind  rooms  for  the  schools,  left  without  a 
home,  for  the  present  year. 

J.  W.  Madigan's  new  store  on  the  southwest  corner  of 
North  and  Champlain  Streets  was  leased  and  fitted  up  for  a 
school  room,  and  Miss  Arcand  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
"Little  C's"  in  that  building,  and,  through  the  kindness  of  your 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  the  Star  Hose  House  on 
North  Winooski  Avenue,  was  procured  for  the  rest  of  the 
Primary  School  under  Miss  Messenger  as  Principal,  assisted 
by  Miss  Chase,  and  for  the  Intermediate  School  under  Miss 
Conlon. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

During  the  summer  a  sewer  was  put  through  Spring 
street,  giving  a  much  needed  opportunity  to  make  sewer  con- 
nection with  the  Archibald  Street  School — an  opportunity 
which  was,  of  course,  at  once  improved.  Closets  were  placed 
in  the  basement  of  the  building  and  the  plumbing  seems  to 
have  been  well  done.  The  furnace  which  had  been  used  in 
the  North  and  Murray  Streets  building  was  set  in  the  Archi- 
bald Street  building  on  account  of  its  greater  power,  and  the 
one  thus  displaced  was  taken  to  the  Madigan  building. 

The  repairs  made  upon  the  other  school  property  were 
only  incidental  and  do  not  require  special  mention. 
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The  steam  boiler  in  the  High  School  has  been  used  many 
years,  and  is  liable,  at  any  time,  to  fail  ns,  and  the  Sniead 
furnaces  in  the  Pomeroy  and  Adams  Schools  have  already  out- 
lived their  warrantees.  Replacing  the  heating  apparatus  in 
either  of  these  buildings  will  be  somewhat  expensive,  but  will 
nevertheless  be  absolutely  necessary  soon.  This  contingency 
will  make  it  difficult  to  estimate  accurately  the  item  for repairs 
during  the  next  few  years. 

In  adopting  text  books,  as  will  be  seen  by  comparing  the 
lists,  very  few  changes  were  made  in  the  list  selected  five  years 
ago.  We  were  moved  to  the  policy  of  re-adoption  mainly  by 
two  considerations.  In  the  first  place,  we  were  still  of  the 
opinion  that  the  list  adopted  in  1890  was  an  excellent  one, 
and  in  the  second  place,  by  retaining  the  same  books,  we  had 
the  advantage,  in  the  way  of  expense,  of  a  large  number  of 
books  already  owned  by  the  city  and  by  the  pupils. 

We  did,  however,  make  two  changes  which  deserve 
special  mention.  We  adopted  the  Normal  course  in  writing, 
vertical  copies. 

Mrs.  Mayo,  who  has  usually  taken  the  lead  in  introducing 
new  methods,  made  a  trial  of  vertical  writing  in  the  Converse 
School  two  years  ago  with  interesting  results.  On  going  to 
the  Pomeroy  Primary  she  introduced  the  method  there,  and 
we  became  convinced  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  extend  the 
experiment  to  other  schools.  Accordingly  we  availed  our- 
selves of  the  offer  of  Messrs.  Silver,  Burdett  &  Co.,  to  send  a 
special  teacher  who  would  spend  a  few  days  in  our  schools  giv- 
ing instruction  in  vertical  writing,  and  gave  the  teachers  per- 
mission to  make  a  trial  of  this  style  of  writing  last  spring 
term.    The  result  of  the  term's  work  was  so  favorable  to  ver- 
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tical  writing,  that  when  the  time  came  for  adopting  text  books, 
we  placed  vertical  copy  books  on  our  list. 

POLLAKD  KEADEES  AND  METHOD. 

Inasmuch  as  the  adoption  of  the  Pollard  Readers  with 
the  implied  introduction  of  the  Pollard  method  involved  a 
radical  change  in  our  method  of  teaching  reading,  an  explana- 
tion is  clue. 

For  many  years  the  "word  method"  was  followed  in  our 
schools;  then  for  a  time,  the  "sentence  method,"  and  later,  and 
until  the  present  year,  a  combination  mainly  of  the  "word" 
and  "sentence"  methods. 

The  phonic  method  was  employed  to  some  extent  in  con- 
nection with  the  other  methods,  but  was  not  emphasized. 

While  our  schools  read  fairly  well,  and  compared  favor- 
ably with  other  city  schools  of  same  grades,  the  results  were 
not  what  we  desired,  or  what  we  thought  we  ought  to  have. 
As  indicated  above,  different  measures  were  resorted  to  for 
improvement,  but  certain  defects  still  remained. 

Judging  from  our  experience  and  observation,  the  meth- 
ods formerly  employed  are  characteristically  weak  in  two  im- 
portant particulars,  viz  :  in  giving  pupils  independent  power 
over  new  words,  and  in  producing  good  spellers.  Teaching 
pupils  particular  words,  as  words  without  their  elements,  or 
certain  sentences  as  sentences  without  their  constituent  parts, 
does  not  in  the  best  degree,  enable  pupils  to  recognize  other 
words  having  different  combinations  of  letters,  or  other  sen- 
tences having  different  arrangement  of  new,  or  even  of  the 
same  words. 

The  failure  of  these  methods  in  these  respects  seems  to 
me  natural  and  necessary.

The  faulty  condition  of  our  reading  had  for  a  long  time 
been  recognized,  but  the  remedy  had  not  been  found. 

While  we  were  considering  the  matter  of  adopting  text- 
books, our  attention  was  directed  to  the  Pollard  Readers  and 
Method, — in  the  first  instance,  by  the  representative  of  a 
prominent  rival  publishing  house,  who  uttered  a  solemn  warn- 
ing against  the  impending  danger,  and  expressed  the  earnest 
hope  that  we  would  not  be  led  away  from  our  old  and  safe 
paths  by  the  seductive  representations  and  illusive  hopes 
which  would  be  extended  to  us  by  the  Pollard  publishers.

Dear  Sir  : — Yours  of  May  18th  at  hand.  We  have  used  the  Pollard 
method  of  teaching  reading  in  the  fi  ve  lowest  rooms  of  the  South  Side 
School  since  January  of  this  year. 
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I  could  write  at  length  as  to  why  we  think  it  just  the  thing,  but  in 
a  few  words  this  is  our  idea  of  it. 

(1.)   Children,  parents  and  teachers  are  very  enthusiastic. 

(2.)    Children  can  read  with  ease  and  intelligently. 

(3.)   Children  can  pronounce  correctly  with  ease. 

(4.)   Children  can  reproduce  correctly  (spelling,  etc.). 

(5.)   Great  aid  in  singing.

Time  will  be  saved,  and  none  of  that  stumbling  that  many  have  in 
higher  grades.  It  is  the  mechanics  of  reading,  I  think.  We  find  very 
few  whom  the  sound  bothers,  and  these  do  better  than  by  previous 
method.  Teacher  must  not  be  an  old  fossil  to  work  this  method  to 
advantage,  yet  the  ordinary  teacher  can  have  no  trouble. 

Try  it  in  one  of  your  buildings  and  I  think  you  will  be  pleased.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  inquiry  addressed  to  Mr.  H.  E.  King  comes  to  me. 
Mr.  King  is  now  in  China  as  a  missionary,  so  I  will  undertake  to  answer 
your  question. 
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I  have  observed  the  Pollard  work  as  established  in  our  schools  here 
and  am  very  well  pleased  with  it.  Children  learn  to  read,  acquire 
power  over  new  words  and  have  good  drill  in  sounds  of  letters  and  com- 
binations.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  19th  inst.,  would  say  that  the 
Pollard  System  was  introduced  into  the  Media  Public  Schools  one  year 
ago,  and  the  results  attained  have  exceeded  our  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions.

Prof.  H.  O.  Wheeler,  Burlington,  Vt.: 

Dear  Sir  : — The  Pollard  method  of  teaching  reading  was  introduced 
here  in  January,  '94. 

I  recommended  it  after  a  careful  examination  of  its  merits.  The 
results  are  highly  pleasing.  The  children  gain  a  power  to  help  them- 
selves. They  early  become  independent  of  teacher's  aid  so  far  as  pro- 
nunciation, articulation,  etc.,  are  concerned.  Many  children  here  just 
out  of  first  grade,  children  seven  and  eight  years  of  age,  read  with  ease 
any  fourth  reader,  such  books  as  Aunt  Martha's  Corner  Cupboard,  Sea- 
side and  Wayside,  Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  Leaves  and  Flowers,  etc. 

One  little  girl  a  day  or  two  ago  told  me  that  she  reads  the  books  her 
mamma  takes  from  the  city  library.  I  tried  this  girl  on  sight  reading 
from  a  journal  for  teachers.  She  read  fluently  everything  I  gave  her  at 
sight.    This  child  is  about  seven  years  old. 

Another,  a  boy  of  same  age,  read  a  page  and  a  half  of  McGoff  ey's 
4th  Reader  in  two  minutes.  Read  at  sight,  didn't  hesitate  on  a  single 
word  and  read  with  excellent  expression. 

Children  take  delight  in  learning  this  method.  I  never  saw  half  the 
interest  by  any  so-called  word  or  sentence  method.  Hard  words  are  nuts 
for  them  which  they  delight  in  cracking.  They  learn  to  read  with  ex- 
cellent expression, — they  get  the  thought. 

Our  main  difficulty  now  is  to  supply  sufficient  reading  matter.  A 
second  reader  lasts  about  two  weeks.    Then  it  is  an  old  story. 
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Do  children  learn  to  spell  ?  Yes,  better  than  by  any  other  system  or 
method. 

I  believe  the  Pollard  method  is  pedagogical,  psychological,  and  sen- 
sible, and  if  properly  taught  produces  good  results.

My  Dear  Sir  :—Yours  in  reference  to  the  Pollard  method  is  before 
me,  and  I  shall  give  you  an  idea  of  the  work  we  have  accomplished. 

I  have  given  the  subject  of  reading,  spelling  and  pronunciation  con- 
siderable study,  and  I  want  to  say  right  here  that  I  have  found  nothing 
which  is  so  entirely  satisfactory  to  me  as  this  method.  It  is  satisfactory 
because  it  gives  results. 

We  started  one  class  of  four  in  Pollard  about  eight  weeks  before  the 
close  of  last  term  as  an  experiment.  I  had  read  considerably  about  Pol- 
lard and  came  to  the  conclusion  to  try  it  in  a  small  class.  The  class 
selected  was  one  which  was  composed  of  dull  pupils.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  results  were  highly  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  myself. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  we  introduced  the  system  into  all  our  prim- 
ary schools.  Not  only  did  we  do  this,  but  we  are  teaching  it  in  all  our 
schools  including  the  high  schools.  Of  course  we  do  not  give  them  the 
Johnny  story  in  the  upper  grades.  The  majority  of  our  teachers  are 
normal  graduates,  but  we  have  two  primary  teachers  who  are  graduates 
of  our  high  school  and  who  have  no  previous  experience  with  any 
method. 

A  majority  of  our  teachers  were  opposed  to  the  system  at  first 
because  it  was  something  so  entirely  different  from  the  word-sentence — 
phonic-method.  At  this  time  there  is  not  one  teacher  who  is  not  enthu- 
siastic in  the  work  of  this  method.  Not  one  of  our  primary  teachers 
could  be  induced  to  teach  by  any  other  method.  Our  Board  will  have 
no  teachers  who  do  not  know  how  to  teach  reading  by  this  method. 

Our  beginners  have  now  completed  the  First  Reader.  This  is  about 
as  much  work  as  we  formerly  did  with  other  methods .  But  the  pupils 
have  a  power  over  words,  new  words,  which  is  simply  astonishing.  I 
am  satisfied  that  they  can  read  any  Second  Reader  published .  More 
than  90  per  cent,  of  all  the  English  words  follow  the  rules.  Such  words 
as  do  not  and  are  in  common  use,  the  pupils  are  drilled  upon.  Our  pupils 
taught  by  this  method  read  in  a  more  natural  manner.  They  pronounce 
words  according  to  the  marks  and  thus  overcome  all  localisms.  The 
spelling  of  pupils  has  been  made  much  easier.  Very  few  words  are 
missed  by  the  beginners.  In  a  class  of  ten,  giving  each  pupil  twenty 
words  to  spell  as  a  test,  there  was  only  one  mistake.  We  gave  them  the 
words  as  a  test  to-day.

A  point  in  favor  of  this  method  is  the  interest  it  awakens.  I  have 
never  seen  such  interested  classes  as  the  ones  studying  the  Pollard  Read- 
ers. Pupils  who  have  been  irregular  take  such  an  interest  in  it  that 
parents  cannot  keep  them  at  home. 

Pupils  are  led  to  think  and  do  for  themselves.  Our  little  children 
seven  years  old  can  mark  words  more  rapidly  than  I  can.  With  this 
■method  there  is  no  more  drill  on  pronouncing  words  mechanically  no 
more  trouble  to  pronounce  certain  letters,  no  more  drill  in  learning  how 
to  use  the  dictionary.  The  pupils  are  delighted  to  find  a  book  where  all 
the  words  have  been  marked  for  them. 

In  our  third  and  fourth  grades  the  work  has  been  equally  success- 
ful. We  have  nearly  finished  the  work  in  these  grades.  When  we  are 
finished  our  pupils  can  read  and  spell.  This  we  could  hardly  have  said 
of  our  seventh  and  eighth  grades  before  this.  The  County  Superintend- 
ent was  here  the  other  day  and  he  expressed  himself  as  very  much 
pleased  with  our  work. 

I  should  state  that  this  method  is  entirely  different  from  Phonic 
Analysis.  You  mark  a  word  because  the  pronunciation  requires  it.  By 
the  Pollard  method,  you  mark  your  word,  and  because  you  have  marked 
it,  thus  you  pronounce  it  according  to  the  marks.  The  Pollard  method 
teaches  you  how  to  mark.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  should  be 
called  the  Natural  method. 

Now,  some  object  to  paying  so  much  attention  to  pronunciation. 
They  say  pupils  will  not  get  the  meaning-  A  teacher  who  would  lay 
stress  on  pronunciation  and  give  no  attention  to  meaning  would  make  a 
mistake.  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the  child  has  already  heard  the 
printed  word  spoken  and  is  delighted  to  learn  for  himself  the  pronuncia- 
tion of  words  which  express  ideas  already  familiar  to  him. 

Some  teachers  object  to  the  printing.  Our  experience  is  that  our 
pupils  who  first  learn  to  print  write  much  better  afterwards.  Printing 
gives  them  drill  which  is  helpful  after  they  begin  to  write.  Again  some 
object  to  the  Johnny  story.  After  all  this  is  only  a  device.  It  makes 
the  whole  affair  very  real  to  them  and  they  thoroughly  enjoy  it.

Dear  Sir  :— We  have  used  the  Pollard  System  of  reading  since 
March,  1893,  with  the  most  happy  results.  It  is  a  "phonic"  method 
classified. 

By  its  use  we  have  been  able  to  have  second  and  third  grade  pupils 
do  work  that  fourth  and  fifth  grade  pupils  could  not  do. 

This  method  gives  the  pupil  the  power  to  take  up  new  reading 
matter  and  master  it  without  the  teacher's  aid. 
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It  is  an  excellent  aid  in  spelling.  My  teachers  are  much  pleased 
with  it  and  would  not  turn  to  other  methods.

Dear  Sir  :— Your  letter  is  at  hand  asking  for  information  regard- 
ing the  Pollard  method  of  teaching  reading.  We  have  been  using  this 
method  for  about  four  years.    It  is  used  in  all  our  buildings  but  three. 

It  was  left  optional  with  our  teachers  and  principals  when  the 
books  were  adopted,  either  to  use  the  method  or  not  just  as  they  chose. 
The  result  is  that  three  of  the  twenty -one  principals  have  not  used  it 
and  stand  out  against  it.  They  bring  all  sorts  of  imaginary  reasons  for- 
ward to  show  that  it  is  a  very  pernicious  method,  etc.,  etc.  Their 
reasons  at  best  are  theoretical.  They  know  practically  nothing  about 
the  method.  The  eighteen,  however,  that  use  the  Pollard  method,  as 
also  their  teachers,  are  extravagant  in  its  praise  ;  I  don't  know  any 
unfavorable  features  the  method  has  outside  of  the  following.  It  puts 
the  lazy  to  work,  the  ignorant  must  work  up  or  fail.  Everything  is  in 
its  favor.  Teachers  learn  nearly  as  much  as  the  pupils.  They  learn  how 
to  pronounce  common  words  that  they  have  been  mispronouncing  for 
years.  We  are  well  pleased  with  the  system  and  could  not  be  induced 
to  give  it  up.  The  old  methods  are  an  abomination  in  comparison  with 
it.

Dear  Sir  : — We  are  not  using  the  Pollard  method  in  this  city.  It 
was  used,  however,  in  the  schools  of  another  city  while  I  was  in  charge. 
I  introduced  it  and  used  it  till  I  left  the  town  five  or  six  years  later.  I 
found  that  the  children  were  easily  interested  and  that  they  actually 
studied.  The  ability  to  pronounce  one  word  helps  the  child  to  pro- 
nounce another.  Many  a  time  I  gave  children  new  words  to  pronounce, 
and  almost  invariably  they  "dug  out"  the  pronunciation.  They  learn 
to  help  themselves.  But  the  teacher  must  understand  the  system  and 
have  good  common  sense,  or  you  will  be  disgusted  with  a  lot  of  rubbish, 
nonsense,  etc. 

As  soon  as  we  get  a  teacher  who  knows  the  method  thoroughly  I 
hall  introduce  it  in  her  room,  and  let  other  Primary  teachers  learn 
rom  her.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  note  of  the  18th  inst. ,  inquiring  about  the  Pollard 
method  of  teaching  reading  and  text  books  is  at  hand.  In  reply  per- 
mit me  to  say  the  method  and  texts  have  been  used  in  our  schools  for 
the  last  five  or  six  years.  Our  schools  are  noted  for  their  good  reading 
and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  results  are  largely  due  to  the 
methods  used  in  connection  with  the  Pollard  text.  The  books  are  by  no 
means  attractive,  the  subject  matter  of  no  special  interest,  nor  do  they 
seem  to  incite  pupils  to  independent  reading  because  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter. But  the  one  thing  most  favorable  concerning  their  use  is  that  in 
the  hands  of  a  skillful  teacher  they  put  the  child  into  rapid  possession 
of  the  power  to  master  a  printed  page  for  himself .  The  results  attained 
in  this  line  are  wonderful  when  the  method  is  handled  by  a  skillful 
teacher.  The  unfavorable  feature  seems  to  be  that  when  in  the  hands 
of  unskillful  teachers  the  spelling  is  apt  to  be  neglected  and  the  poor 
results  are  charged  to  the  method  rather  than  to  the  teaching.

Upon  the  testimony  of  these  letters,  which  were  remark- 
able for  unanimity  and  heartiness,  and  upon  other  valuable 
information  received,  all  supporting  our  own  judgment 
formed  after  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  the  Pollard 
Readers  were  adopted,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
school  year  the  Pollard  method  of  teaching  reading  was  intro- 
duced into  our  schools. 

In  connection  with  the  adoption  of  the  readers,  the  pub- 
lishers, The  Western  Publishing  House,  of  Chicago,  agreed 
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to  send  a  special  instructor  to  assist  our  teachers  in  introduc- 
ing the  method.  In  accordance  with  this  agreement,  Miss 
Marie  Benson,  an  experienced  and  accomplished  teacher  came 
as  the  representative  of  the  publishers,  and  at  frequent  inter- 
vals since  the  opening  of  the  year,  by  meeting  our  teachers 
individually  and  by  grades,  by  visiting  the  schools,  making 
judicious  criticisms  and  giving  model  lessons,  has  rendered 
great  assistance. 

The  work  thus  far  has  been  preliminary,  and  in  the  nature 
of  ground  work,  but  good  results  are  already  apparent,  and  I 
confidently  look  for  great  improvement  in  reading  and  spell- 
ing, and  for  increased  interest  in  the  study  and  great  gain  in 
the  knowledge  of  our  language. 

DKAWIJSTG. 

We  have  this  year  for  the  first  time  a  special  teacher  who 
devotes  her  time  to  instruction  in  drawing  and  to  supervision 
of  the  work.  We  liave  needed  such  a  specialist  for  many 
years,  but  have  not  seen  our  way  clear  to  an  appointment 
until  the  present  year.  Miss  Herrick,  in  addition  to  natural 
taste  and  aptitude  for  drawing,  has  had  superior  advantages  in 
training,  and  has  entered  upon  her  duties  with  earnestness  and 
enthusiasm.  An  increased  interest  has  already  been  awakened 
and  I  look  for  a  great  advance  in  this  line  of  our  work  as  a 
result  of  this  special  instruction. 

MUSIC. 

Mr.  Humphrey  has  continued  his  systematic,,  graded  in- 
struction in  music,  and  the  results  are  very  gratifying.  Intel- 
ligent, competent  and  earnest,  Mr.  Humphrey  is  exerting  a 
strong  influence  for  good  in  our  schools. 
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His  report  presented  herewith  is  commended  to  your 
careful  perusal. 

H.  O.  Wheeler,  Superintendent : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  music  work  done  in 
the  Burlington  schools  during  the  year  just  ended. 

The  plan  followed  has  been  substantially  the  same  as  that  adopted 
September,  1894,  and  described  in  my  report  of  one  year  ago. 

Music  is  graded  the  same  as  other  studies  where  it  is  possible,  but 
where  the  rooms  do  not  admit  of  such  grading,  we  do  the  best  we  can. 
The  value  of  such  grading,  however,  has  been  demonstrated  beyond 
question. 

Examinations  and  marking  in  the  Grammar  and  Intermediate 
grades  have  been  found  to  be  a  great  aid  in  securing  interest  and  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

We  have  also  made  every  exertion  to  improve  the  quality  of  the 
instruction  given,  and  to  perfect  the  system.  Also  to  secure  as  much 
uniformity  in  the  different  schools  as  possible,  so  that  pupils  in  one 
school,  shall  be  doing  the  same  work  as  pupils  in  the  same  grade  in 
other  schools.  And  while  I  do  not  suppose  that  we  have  brought  the 
music  up  to  the  level  of  the  other  studies  in  this  respect,  still  I  think  we 
are  gaining. 

As  I  look  over  the  work  of  the  last  year  or  two,  one  encouraging 
fact  seems  to  stand  out  with  sufficient  distinctness  to  call  for  special 
mention,  viz.:  that  there  has  been  among  the  pupils  a  steady  and  sure 
growth  of  the  ability  to  read  music.  I  mean  the  ability  to  take  up  new 
music  without  help  from  teacher  or  instrument,  and  conquer  it  for 
themselves. 

This  acquirement,  with  a  fair  comprehension  of  the  music  studied, 
is  the  ultimate  object  of  the  effort  we  are  making  to  teach  music  in 
the  public  schools. 

I  can  name  a  number  of  schools  in  the  city  where  the  scholars  read 
new  music  so  well  and  are  improving  so  rapidly  that  they  surprise  me 
every  time  I  visit  them. 

There  is,  however,  much  still  to  be  done,  and  our  system  will  not 
be  in  perfect  working  order  until  each  and  every  class  inthe  city  schools 
shall  have  its  music  drill  alone  by  itself,  every  day  in  the  school  year. 
Then  I  shall  look  for  practical  results  all  along  the  line. 

I  wish  again  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Superintendent  and 
Board,  and  my  indebtedness  in  no  small  measure  to  the  regular  teach- 
ers for  their  cordial  assistance.

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FEEE  TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  law  providing  for  free  text-books  went  into  effect  at 
the  beginning  of  this  school  year.  The  visible  results  of  the 
law  are  a  slight  increase  in  school  attendance  and  a  considera-. 
ble  increase  in  school  expenditures.  The  burden  of  supplying 
text-books  is  lifted  from  parents  who  have  children  in  school 
and  is  distributed  over  the  entire  grand  list,  and  appears  in  a 
gross  sum  in  our  account  of  disbursements.  I  do  not  look  for 
any  marked  educational  changes  on  account  of  this  law.  Until 
the  old  stock  of  books  now  belonging  to  the  city  and  to  the 
pupils  shall  be  exhausted,  we  cannot  make  an  accurate  esti- 
mate of  the  annual  cost  of  school  books  and  supplies. 

TEACHERS. 

Our  roll  of  teachers  the  present  term  contains  five  more 
names  than  were  upon  our  list  one  year  ago.  The  total  school 
attendance  last  term  was  nearly  two  hundred  greater  than 
that  of  the  corresponding  term  of  189tt.  The  increase  in 
number  of  teachers  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  increase  in 
number  of  pupils. 

There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers 
during  the  year.  Every  year  we  lose  a  small  number,  but 
this  year,  as  usual,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  filling  vacancies 
as  they  have  occurred,  with  good  successors  to  those  who  have 
left  us. 

It  is  our  constant  effort  to  maintain  a  high  standard  in 
respect  to  character,  ability  and  skill  in  teaching,  and  in  mak- 
ing new  appointments,  we  look  for  these  qualities,  and  in  addi- 
tion, good  training,  a  successful  experience,  or  both. 
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I  can  cordially  repeat  here  what  I  have  said  in  former 
reports  as  to  the  excellence  of  our  teachers.  To  them  hearty 
expressions  of  appreciation  are  due,  and  are  hereby  made. 

MISS  KATE  E.  LOWKEY. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  certainly,  and  perhaps  in 
the  history  of  our  schools,  we  are  called  to  chronicle  the  loss 
of  a  teacher  by  death. 

Miss  Kate  E.  Lowrey,  teacher  of  Main  Street  Grammar 
School  No.  2,  left  the  school  at  noon  November  15th  on 
account  of  what  she  regarded  as  severe  but  not  dangerous 
indisposition,  and  after  a  brief  illness  died  at  the  Mary  Fletcher 
Hospital,  November  26th. 

Miss  Lowrey  was  born  at  Dannemora,  N.  Y.,  in  October, 
1851,  from  which  place  she  removed  to  Shelburne,  in  this 
county.  In  1873,  she  was  graduated  at  the  Oswego,  New  York 
State  Normal  School. 

She  taught  in  Kalamazoo,  Mich,  and  Kockport  Ills.,  and 
then  returning  to  her  home  in  Shelburne,  she  taught  there, 
and  in  the  Johnson  Vermont  State  Normal  School.  She  also 
did  good  service  on  the  text-book  committee  in  this  county  in 
1879. 

After  assisting  for  a  short  time  in  Pomeroy  Intermedi- 
ate, in  the  fall  of  1880,  Miss  Lowrey,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
following  term,  was  appointed  second  assistant  in  that  school. 
At  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year  she  was  promoted  to 
the  position  of  first  assistant  in  Pine  Street  Intermediate, 
which  position  she  held  until  the  fall  term  of  1884,  when  she 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  North  and  Murray  Streets  Inter- 
mediate.   She  continued  in  this  position  until  the  winter  term 
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of  1890,  when  she  was  again  promoted  to  the  Main  Street 
Grammar  ]STo.  2,  which  position  she  retained  until  her  death. 

Miss  Lowrey  was  one  of  our  best  teachers.  She  was  iitted 
for  her  high  calling  by  a  strong  character,  by  talents  of  a  high 
order,  by  superior  training,  and  by  large  and  varied  experi- 

I  ence.  Her  equipment  for  teaching  was  not  confined  to  famil- 
iarity with  the  few  text-books  which  she  used  in  the  school 
room,  but  included  general  intelligence  of  wide  range,  the 

iJ  culture  which  comes  from  extensive  reading  of  the  best  in 
history  and  literature,  and  close  observation  and  knowledge  of 
current  events.  Keen  and  discriminating  in  her  judgment? 
she  readily  seized  upon  the  essentials  of  the  branches  of  study 
which  her  classes  pursued  and  taught  them  with  great  vigor 
and  effectiveness.  More  than  most  teachers,  Miss  Lowrey 
took  into  account  the  peculiarities  and  environment  of  her 
pupils,  and  adapted  her  instruction  and  tempered  her  discipline 

i  to  the  needs  and  circumstances  of  each  individual.  She  gave 
her  time,  her  strength,  herself  unsparingly  to  her  school.  She 
followed  her  pupils  to  their  homes,  and  to  the  higher  grades 
of  school  with  unabated  interest  and  helpfulness,  and  in  her 

j     they  never  lacked  a  friend. 

To  her  associate  teachers,  she  was,  to  an  exceptional 
degree,  courteous  and  thoughtful,  and  she  will  be  held  in 
affectionate  remembrance  by  them.  We  all  mourn  her  loss 
deeply  and  sincerely. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Miss  Lowrey's  funeral  all  the  public- 
schools  were  closed. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  teachers  held  the  day  of  Miss 
Lowrey's  death,  a  committee  consisting  of  S.  W.  Landon,  Mrs. 
Ellen  H.  Yilas  and  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Mayo,  was  appointed  to 
draft  resolutions  expressive  of  their  sense  of  loss  in  Miss 
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Lowrey's  death  and  their  appreciation  of  her  character  and 
work. 

This  committee  submitted  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved.^  That  we  have  learned  with  sincere  sorrow  of 
the  death  of  Miss  Kate  E.  Lowrey,  who  for  fourteen  years  has 
been  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city. 

Resolved,  That  by  the  death  of  Miss  Lowrey  the  teachers 
and  children  have  lost  a  firm  and  loyal  friend,  the  schools  a 
faithful  teacher,  and  the  community  a  generous  hearted  and 
noble  minded  woman. 

Resolved,  That  we  desire  to  convey  to  her  friends  by 
every  means  in  our  power  a  sense  of  the  high  esteem  in  which 
we  held  our  late  associate,  and  that  we  tender  to  her  family 
our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  bereavement. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  cause  these  resolutions  to  be 
published  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  to  be  placed 
upon  the  records  of  the  school  board,  and  transmit  a  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  family  of  Miss  Lowrey. 

The  first  teachers'  meeting  held  this  term  was  made  a  ' 
memorial  service  for  Miss  Lowrey,  and  interesting  and  appre- 
ciative papers  were  presented  by  Miss  Chapman  ajid  Mrs. 
Yilas  on  Miss  Lowrey  as  a  teacher,  and  Miss  Moore  on  her 
religious,  social  and  literary  work  out  of  school. 

The  following  resolutions  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners : 

Resolved,  That  we  place  on  record  an  expression  of  our 
sincere  sorrow  at  the  death  of  Miss  Kate  E.  Lowrey,  for  many 
years  one  of  our  most  highly  esteemed  teachers ;  of  our  appre- 
ciation of  her  intelligence  and  culture,  of  her  wide-reaching 
sympathy  and  benevolence,  of  her  faithfulness  and  success  in 
the  highest  sense,  in  the  work  of  instructing  and  training  those 
committed  to  her  care,  and  of  our  admiration  for  her  character 
and  for  her  example  of  a  useful,  noble  life. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Metcalf  contributes  the  following  worthy 
tribute  to  Miss  Lowrey  : 
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In  the  large  number  of  school  children,  teachers  and  friends  that 
crowded  to  the  doors  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  to  pay  the 
last  tribute  of  respect  to  one  they  had  loved  and  who  had  helped  them 
in  their  lives,  we  get  a  glimpse  of  the  wide  pervasive  influence  of  Miss 
Lowrey's  life. 

By  nature  she  was  of  a  quiet,  retiring  disposition,  not  at  all  inclined 
to  put  herself  forward,  but  always  ready  to  forget  herself  in  the  work 
at  hand,  which' received  her  undivided  attention  and  enthusiasm. 

In  the  spheres  of  her  activity  she  became  so  necessary  that  her 
presence  and  efforts  were  taken  as  a  matter  of  course. 

She  grew  quietly  into  the  lives  of  those  who  knew  her  so  that  they 
accepted  her  as  we  grow  to  depend  on  the  sunlight  and  the  rain,  with 
little  word  of  question,  and  possibly  until  the  blessings  are  taken  away, 
with  no  adequate  appreciation. 

As  a  teacher  for  over  14  years  in  the  public  schools  of  Burlington 
she  was  eminently  successful,  and  her  many  pupils  bear  witness  of  their 
appreciation  and  help.. 

In  this  profession  which  received  her  first  strength  she  was  distin- 
guished by  the  enthusiastic  and  faithful  proformance  of  her  duties  and 
the  individual  interest  which  she  took  in  the  welfare  and  condition  of 
her  scholars.  By  always  considering  the  surroundings  and  influence  of 
the  homes  from  which  her  pupils  came  she  adapted  her  teaching  to  the 
requirements  of  each. 

As  a  member  of  Unity,  the  literary  society  connected  with  her 
church,  her  interest  dates  nearly  to  the  formation  of  the  society,  and 
she  was  one  of  its  most  efficient  and  useful  members.  Her  service 
there  was  characterized  not  only  by  great  literary  ability  but  also  by 
the  spirit  of  ungrudging  service  which  never  refused  a  call  which  could 
possibly  be  accepted.  Her  willingness  was  so  great  that  a  dispropor- 
tionate amount  of  work  was  thrown  upon  her  shoulders. 

I  find  that  in  three  years  she  wrote  and  read  sixteen  papers  besides 
taking  part  in  reading  several  plays  of  Shakespeare. 

As  a  teacher  of  a  Bible  class  in  Sunday  School,  she  was  above 
praise.  Faithful  here  as  in  the  day  school,  she  brought  to  the  task  a 
thorough  acquaintance  with  religious  subjects  and  a  knowledge  and 
insight  into  the  problems  of  faith,  rarely  found. 

Yet,  through  her  life  as  a  teacher  she  never  ceased  to  be  a  learner. 

With  great  love  for  the  best  reading  and  a  remarkable  memory, 
she  became  a  delightful  companion  and  conversationalist  to  whom  it 
was  a  liberal  education  to  listen. 

But  after  all  the  faculty  of  all  others  that  endeared  her  to  her  pastor 
was  the  serene  Christian  faith  which  having  been  bought  with  a  great 
price  was  shown  in  every  act  and  service  of  her  life.  In  all  things  she 
chose  the  better  part,  and  now  that  she  has  sunk  into  the  silence  she 
leaves  behind  a  memory  that  is  full  of  immortality.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 

Burlington,  Yt.,  January  1,  1896. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1895,  the  eleventh  I  have  laid  before 
your  board,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

During  the  last  year  663  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
catalogue  of  accessions,  making  the  number  so  entered  23,375. 
Of  these  177  volumes  were  gifts  from  individuals,  82  were 
added  from  binding  periodicals,  16  were  purchased  to  replace 
books  worn  out,  and  488  were  new  volumes;  752  new  cards 
were  issued,  a  decrease  of  75  since  last  year.  Again,  as  in 
every  year  since  1889,  the  cancelled  registration  of  cards  has 
exceeded  the  number  issued  to  applicants,  notwithstanding 
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the  circulation  of  books  lias  continued  to  increase.  The  books 
given  out  for  home  use  in  1895,  numbered  48,762.  In  1894 
the  circulation  was  43,942,  an  increase  of  4,820.  Since  the 
library  was  opened  (July  6,  1875),  the  circulation  has  never 
been  so  large  as  the  past  year.  It  has  gained  regularly  every 
year,  except  two,  since  1885,  although  there  was  a  large 
decrease  from  the  first  year  until  that  time. 

Of  the  books  circulated,  33,082  are  classed  as  fiction,  and 
books  for  the  young,  more  than  67  per  cent.,  a  much  larger 
proportion  than  usual.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the 
increased  number  of  children  who  take  books  from  the 
library. 

It  was  necessary  to  send  533  volumes  and  82  periodicals 
and  newspapers  to  be  bound,  but  the  greater  number  were  old 
books  to  be  re-bound.  As  the  books  are  longer  in  use,  and 
the  circulation  increases,  the  wear  from  frequent  handling  is 
greater.  Popular  books  will  wear  out  and  bills  for  re-binding 
increase.  All  volumes,  when  returned  to  the  library,  are  care- 
fully examined,  mended  and  cleaned  in  the  library  as  far  as 
possible. 

The  record  of  books  given  out  to  the  teachers  for  use  in 
the  schools  does  not  show  any  increase.  About  600  volumes 
were  taken  to  the  schools;  410  for  the  Intermediate  schools, 
64  for  the  Main  Street  Grammar  schools,  7 6  for,  the  Converse 
Primary  school,  the  remainder  for  the  other  Grammar  schools 
and  the  High  school.  This  does  not  include  the  large  number 
read  or  consulted  in  the  library,  or  taken  from  the  library  on 
their  own  cards  by  scholars  of  the  higher  grades  to  use,  as 
their  teachers  advise,  in  connection  with  their  studies. 

The  present  system  of  issuing  books  to  the  schools  began 
about  fifteen,  years  ago.  Every  teacher  is  invited  and  expected 
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to  come  to  the  library  and  choose  directly  from  the  shelves  as 
many  books  as  she  wishes.  These  are  generally  retained 
through  the  term,  but  can  be  returned  and  exchanged  if  any 
are  found  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  or  when  one  subject  of 
study  is  finished,  the  books  concerning  it  are  no  longer  in  use 
and  others  are  needed. 

As  stated  in  the  report  last  year,  non-residents  connected 
with  the  schools  or  university,  either  as  instructors  or  students 
can  obtain  cards,  and  use  the  library  for  reference  or  reading 
at  home,  as  if  they  were  citizens  of  Burlington. 

The  various  literary  clubs  and  classes  in  the  city  find  the 
library  an  essential  element  in  their  work,  and  it  is  always  a 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  aid  in  such  investigations, 

All  new  books,  except  fiction,  when  ready  for  circulation 
are  placed  where  they  may  be  freely  examined  by  readers 
before  being  placed  on  the  shelves.  Many  make  their  selec- 
tions from  these  volumes. 

It  is  hoped  that  practical  interest  will  be  shown  in  the 
library  by  donations  of  books,  magazines  and  pamphlets,  and 
that  those  having  such  matter  that  they  can  spare  will  give 
them  to  the  library.  They  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing that  the  thoughtfulness  of  one  contributes  to  the  pleasure 
and  benefit  of  many. 

A  list  of  those  who  have  given  books  to  the  library  and 
the  number  of  volumes  contributed,  can  be  found  in  the 
appendix.  The  principal  newspapers  of  the  city  continue  to 
give  us  their  daily  and  weekly  issues,  and  are  always  ready 
and  willing  to  give  place  gratuitously  in  their  columns  for  lists 
of  books  and  other  items  of  interest  relating  to  the  library. 
The  editors  of  the  University  Cynic  send  us  their  publication. 
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Other  friends  remember  us  as  usual  by  supplying  us  with 
various  periodicals. 

The  increased  circulation  shows  a  constantly  developing 
use  and  appreciation  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  an  institu- 
tion like  this.  There  seems  now  no  necessity  of  convincing' 
the  public  of  the  utility  of  a  library,  but  of  trying  to  meet  the 
urgent  needs  of  the  present.  The  most  pressing  need  is  more 
room,  or  at  least  more  shelves.  With  each  year  the  shelving 
room  becomes  more  crowded  and  it  is  more  difficult  to  properly 
locate  further  additions.  Valuable  books  have  to  be  piled  up 
in  a  very  disorderly  and  unsightly  way.  The  light  is  insuffi- 
cient, there  is  no  ventilation  except  by  opening  the  windows. 
One  room  serves  for  delivery  room,  reference  and  periodical 
room,  readers  of  all  ages  are  seated  at  the  same  desk,  there  is 
but  one. 

We  thank  the  City  Council  for  the  appropriation  which 
has  enabled  us  to  meet  the  expenses  for  carrying  on  the  library 
work.  It  is  hoped  that  the  business  of  the  library  has  been 
conducted  with  as  much  economy  as  is  consistent  with  its  best 
interests.  But  as  the  circulation  increases  it  is  impossible  not 
to  increase  the  expenditures  in  various  ways.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable,  The  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  1895.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city  during  this  period  shows  a  decided  im- 
provement. Much  labor  has  rendered  many  places,  formerly 
in  an  unsanitary  condition,  clean  and  wholesome.  The  new 
water  supply  is  very  acceptable  and  satisfactory  to  our  citi- 
zens, who  are  very  expressive  in  the  enjoyments  of  its  use, 
knowing  that  it  is  of  a  wholesome  character,  a  fact  which  has 
been  proven  by  chemical  analysis  and  experience.  Our  physi- 
cians will  concede  that  certain  classes  of  diseases  and 
especially  those  incident  to  early  childhood  have  become  less 
frequent  and  fatal  since  the  construction  of  the  new  intake. 

It  is  most  important  that  the  trunk  sewer  recently  con- 
structed in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  be  utilized  by  connect- 
ing therewith  lateral  sewers  as  soon  as  practicable,  so  that 
privy  vaults  and  cess-pools,  those  disgusting  nuisances  and 
factors  in  the  production  of  diseases,  may  be  dispensed  with. 
Furthermore,  I  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  formulat- 
ing some  plan  for  sewering  the  southern  section  of  the  city. 
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;  the  growth  of  which  is  decided  and  promises  to  increase 
I  steadily  in  the  future. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  early  adoption  of  some 
plan  for  the  disposal  of  the  city  garbage.  For  the  present  the 
Board  of  Health  have  selected  the  head  of  Pitkin  street  for  its 
collection  and  destruction. 

A  platform  was  erected  and  a  wooden  duct  connected 
with  it  to  convey  the  garbage  to  the  foot  of  the  bluff,  there  to 
be  creamated  as  often  as  occasion  requires. 

Many  private  dumps  were  in  existence  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  but  most  of  them,  being  judged  nuisances, 
have  been  destroyed  by  fire. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

Quite  a  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred 
during  the  past  Autumn,  and  being  doubtful  as  to  the  source 
or  cause,  I  made  the  following  investigations :  I  sent  four 
samples  of  water  to  the  Navy  Department,  Bureau  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery  at  Washington,  D.  C,  for  chemical  analysis. 
The  samples  I  numbered  as  follows  : 

No.  1.  Water  from  the  well  on  the  Barber  place  on 
Plattsburgh  Avenue. 

No.  2.  Water  from  the  spring  under  the  hill  east  of  Mr. 
A.  E.  Jones'  farm  house  on  North  Avenue. 

No.  3.    Water  from  the  north  reservoir  on  the  hill. 

No.  4    Water  from  the  south  reservoir  on  the  hill.

In  addition  to  the  above  examinations,  I  sent  four  sam- 
ples of  milk  from  different  sources  to  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  for  examination.  Results  reported  as  neg- 
ative, thus  I  am  ignorant  relative  to  specific  causes  of  the  few 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  which  have  occurred  here. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Only  three  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  during  the 
year  and  only  one  death  on  this  account.     Our  citizens  are  to 
be  congratulated,  as  prompt  and  efficient  measures  were  taken 
-to  keep  the  malady  from  spreading,  and  thereby  it  gained  no 
foothold  where  it  could  maintain  itself. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  this  disease  by  the  tabulated  statement  there  have 
been  61  cases  and  12  deaths.    It  is  a  disease  incident  to  child- 
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liood  and  prevails  in  all  countries  and  climates.  All  cased 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  have  been  quarantined  and 
instructions  relative  to  the  use  of  disinfectants  have  been 
given.  During  the  existence  of  this  disease  in  families,  no 
children  from  the  family  are  allowed  to  attend  school,  and  no 
member  of  the  family  is  privileged  to  attend  church  or  any 
other  public  gathering. 

The  faithfulness  and  care  with  which  this  disease  has  been 
promptly  reported  by  physicians  shows  well  for  their  interests 
in  the  medical  profession,  and  in  the  public  welfare,  but  in  the 
mild  character  of  most  of  the  cases  no  physician  is  called  and 
the  householder  fails  to  report  the  sickness,  hence  great  dam- 
age is  liable  to  be  done,  for  the  malignant  form  of  the  disease 
may  eminate  from  exposure  to  the  simple  form. 

As  to  the  other  classes  of  contagious  diseases,  none  have 
been  reported  of  a  malignant  character.  A  few  cases  of 
Pertussis  of  Kubeolo  and  of  Varricollas  have  been  reported 
but  no  deaths  from  them,  except  one  from  Pertussis.  These 
diseases  are  not  quarantined. 

PLUMBING. 

Over  100  buildings  have  been  connected  with  street 
sewers  in  about  an  equal  number  of  old  and  new  buildings. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  laboring  class  were 
thrown  out  of  employment  by  the  great  fires  of  last  winter,  I 
have  not  enforced  the  law  of  plumbing  as  strictly  as  I  other- 
wise would  have  done.

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ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


During  the  year  1895  there  were  157  marriages,  430  births, 
311  deaths,  including  17  still-births.  The  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  shows  an  increase  in  the  population  of  125  by  these 
natural  events.  As  compared  with  the  year  1894  there  were 
38  more  marriages,  22  more  births  in  1895. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1895,  estimating  the  whole 
population  at  18,000,  was  1  to  114. 

Season. — There  were  32  marriages  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  48  in  the  second,  44  in  the  third,  41  in  the  fourth. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  311  deaths,  including  17  still-births,  during 
the  year  1895,  the  same  number  as  in  1894. 

Estimating  the  population  at  18,000,  the  ratio  of  deaths, 
exclusive  of  still-births,  was  16.38  to  1,000  inhabitants,  or  1 
death  in  61  of  the  population. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (94)  was  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  (65)  in  the  first. 
The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  39  in  December,  and  the 
least,  16  in  February  and  June. 

Sex. — There  were  deaths  of  156  males  and  155  females. 

Age. — There  were  99  deaths,  including  17  still-births,  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  or  31.41  per  cent  of  all  deaths: 
33  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  old,  or  10.37  percent,  of 
all  deaths;  27  between  the  age  of  5  and  20,  or  8.65  percent,  of 
all;  65  were  between  20  and  50,  or  10.25  per  cent  of  all;  42 
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were  between  50  and  70,  or  13.46  per  cent,  of  all;  and  45  of 
persons  of  70  and  over,  or  11.50  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Of 
this  last  number  one  was  90  years  old. 

Nativity— -Two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  deceased 
including  17  still-births,  were  born  in  the  United  States;  38  in 
Canada;  22  in  Ireland,  and  13  in  other  countries;  not  stated,. 
11. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class,  or  diseases  which  are  either  epi- 
demic, endemic  or  contagions,  and  which  are  in  a  measure  pre- 
ventable by  sanitary  regulations,  39  deaths  are  recorded,  or 
12.5  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Fourteen,  the  largest  number,, 
were  of  Cholera  Infantum;  12  of  Scarlatina;  3  of  La  Grippe;. 
1  of  Diphtheria;  1  of  Typhoid  Fever;  1  of  Septicemia. 

Season. — One  death  of  Cholera  Infantum  was  in  May,  1 
in  June,  5  in  July,  5  in  August,  1  in  September  and  1  in  De- 
cember; 1  death  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  in  July;  1  of  Scarla- 
tina was  in  August,  3  in  September,  5  in  October,  1  in  No- 
vember and  2  in  December. 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent 
upon  a  bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  or  in  which 
there  is  a  deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of 
the  body,  46  deaths  are  recorded,  or  11.53  per  cent,  of  all 
deaths;  27  were  of  consumption — 1  more  than  in  1894;  9  of 
cancer;  3  of  tubercular  meningitis,  and  4  of  tuberculosis. 

Season. — Deaths  from  consumption  occurred  in  every 
month  in  the  year. 

Under  the  Local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  functions 
of  particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed,  or  obliterated, 
and  sometimes  hereditary,  153  deaths  are  recorded,  or  49. 
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per  cent,  of  all  deaths;  45  were  under  the  order  nervous;  3<  I 
circulatory;  36  respiratory;  24  digestive;  18  urinary. 

Season. — Deaths  in  this  class  occurred  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  There  were  13  deaths  from  pneumonia,  4  less  than  in 
1894. 

Developmental  diseases,  which  occur  incidentally  to  the 
formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes,  are  repre- 
sented by  56  deaths  during  the  year,  or  15  per  cent,  of  all 
deaths.  Under  the  order  of  children  are  17  still-births,  3 
cases  of  congenital  debility,  3  of  cyanosis,  and  9  of  premature 
birth. 

Under  the  order  of  old  age  there  were  13  deaths. 
Under  the  order  of  women  there  was  one  death  of  dys- 
tocia. 

Under  the  order  nutrition  there  were  2  deaths  of  inani- 
tion, 1  of  senile  gangrene. 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  these  deaths  through  the  year. 

There  were  18  deaths  by  violence,  viz: — accident,  10; 
drowned  3,  2  by  suicide,  burned  2,  gunshot  wound  1,  frac- 
tured skull  1,  killed  by  railroad  cars  1,  poisoned  (accidental) 
2,  and  5  by  surgical  operation. 

BIETHS. 

There  were  431  births  during  the  year  1895,  or  17  more 
than  in  1894.  In  this  number  are  included  7  twin  births,  and 
17  still-births. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (18,000)  was  1 
in  40.76. 

Sex. — Males,  231;  females,  200, — or  31  more  males  than 
females. 
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Parentage. — Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  fathers  and 
300  mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States;  93  fathers  and 
80  mothers  were  born  in  Canada;  9  fathers  and  9  mothers 
were  born  in  Ireland,  and  37  fathers  and  35  mothers  were 
born  in  other  countries.  The  nativity  of  9  fathers  was 
unknown. 

Season. — 117  births  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  99  in 
the  second,  111  in  the  third  and  104  in  the  fourth. 

Locality. -—One  hundred  and  fifty-one  births,  35  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number,  occurred  in  the  third  ward;  98  in  the 
second;  103  in  the  fifth;  48  in  the  fourth,  and  21  in  the  first 
ward. 

Twin  Births. — There  were  seven  of  these  cases. 

Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the 
greatest  number  of  children  in  1895  was  23,  31  children  having 
been  borne  by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest  mother 
was  14  years  old,  and  the  oldest  was  44.  Sixteen  children 
were  borne  by  mothers  18  years  old  and  under,  and  27  by 
women  40  years  old  and  over. 

I  desire  to  tender  my  acknowledgments  to  the  officials  of 
the  several  departments  for  assistance  which  they  have  so 
courteously  rendered  me. 

I  append  a  table  of  meteorological  observations  for  the 
year,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  E,  Allen.-

I  have  also  attended  as  City  Physi- 
cian, a  large  number  of  patients  in  about  sixty  different  fam- 
ilies. Among  these  there  have  been  six  deaths  and  nine 
births.

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Burlington,  submit  to  your  honorable  body  their 
Fifth  Annual  Report,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1895. 

We  find  there  has  been  expended  by  us  during  the  year 
1895,  in  the  various   departments,   the   following  several 


amounts,  viz  : 

Street  Department   $41,038  63 

Permanent  Improvement  Fund   18,059  60 

Sewer  Department   4,758  97 

Electric  Light  Department.   12,095  35 

Making  a  total  of  $75,952  55 


These  expenditures  are  more  fully  explained  as  follows  : 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  use  of  this  department  we  have  received  from 
the  City  Treasurer  the  following  several  amounts  : 

Balance  on  hand  Jan.  1st,  1895,  $9.69;  from  the  highway 
tax,  $24,719.64;  from  our  share  of  the  State  highway  tax 
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received  from  the  State  Treasurer,  $322.12;  making  the 
amount  for  our  use  during  the  year,  $25,051.75. 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  curbing, 
side- walk  and  sprinkling  assessments,  $13,4:82.17;  and  for 
work  done  for  other  departments  of  the  city,  and  from  the 
sale  of  crushed  stone,  etc.,  collected  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  s2.520.00;  which  amount  having  been  used  by  us 
the  second  time,  makes  the  total  amount  received  by  the 
Street  Department,  $41, 054.52;  of  the  above  amount  there 
has  been  expended  by  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  during 
the  year,  as  shown  by  his  report,  $41,038.63,  leaving  abalance 
on  hand  Jan.  1st,  1896,  of  $15,89. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENT  FUND. 

In  this  department  we  had  on  hand  Jan.  1st,  1895,  a  bal- 
ance of  $1,464.16,  and  there  was  placed  to  our  credit  the 
amount  voted  by  the  city,  $20,000.00,  and  the  amount  col- 
lected by  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  crushed  stone,  etc., 
used  by  the  city  for  various  purposes,  $1,402.47,  making  a 
total  of  $22,866.63. 

Of  this  sum  we  have  expended  as  mentioned  in  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  $1S,059.60,  leaving  on  hand 
Jan.  1st,  1896,  an  unexpended  balance  of  $4,807.03. 

For  further  information  in  regard  to  the  work  in  this 
department,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Advisory  Board. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  the  benefit 
of  this  department  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  City 
Council  for  sewer  purposes,  $3,000.00,  and  from  assessments 
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for  work  done  which  was  assessed  against  abutting  property, 
$1,589.16,  and  from  making  sewer  connections,  sale  of  tile, 
etc.,  collected  by  our  Superintendent  of  Streets,  $174.83, 
making  a  total  of  $4,763.99,  of  which  amount  there  has  been 
expended  in  building  sewers,  including  the  cost  of  the  tile 
used,  $4758.97,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $5.02. 

ELECTKIC  LIGHTS. 

There  was  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  electric 
lights  for  the  year  1895,  $11,500,  but  finding  this  amount 
insufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  expense  of  lights  for  the 
year  there  was  placed  to  our  credit,  by  a  vote  of  your  Board 
in  addition  to  the  above,  $450,  making  a  total  of  $11,950. 

The  expense  of  lighting  has  been  $12,095.35,  leaving  a 
shortage  in  this  department  of  $145.35. 

We  now  have  31  lights  that  burn  all  night  22  nights  a 
month,  and  107  lights  that  burn  until  12:30  A.  M.,  22  nights  a 
month — in  all  138  lights. 

We  have  in  our  hands  several  petitions  for  electric  lights 
in  addition  to  the  above,  and  some  of  them  we  think  should 
be  granted,  and  your  attention  will  be  called  to  the  matter  at 
an  early  day  for  your  consideration. 

The  sprinkling  of  the  streets  the  past  season  has  been 
done  by  the  street  department,  under  a  law  passed  by  our 
State  Legislature  at  its  last  session  which  we  print  in  full  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public,  and  which  is  as  follows : 
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ACTS  OF  1894,  KELATINGr  TO  THE  CITY  OF 
BURLINGTON. 


No.  175. — An.  Act  relating  to  the  watering  of  streets  in 
the  City  of  Burlington,  Vermont. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont : 

Section  1.  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington, 
Vermont,  shall  have  power  to  order  any  street  or  part  of  a 
street  watered  when  in  their  judgment  the  public  good 
requires. 

Sec.  2.  The  watering  of  streets  in  said  city  shall  be 
done  under  the  charge  of  the  street  commissioners,  who  shall 
assess  the  land  or  buildings  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
abutting  on  any  street,  watered,  as  aforesaid,  one-third  of  the 
expense  of  watering  such  street  on  each  side  thereof  equally 
for  each  lineal  foot,  of  frontage,  and  the  city  of  Burlington 
shall  pay  one- third  of  such  expense. 

Sec.  3.  Assessments  for  watering  streets  shall  be  due  on 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  and  payable  within 
thirty  clays  thereof.  The  street  commissioners  shall  make  a 
statement  of  all  such  assessments,  describing  the  lands  or 
buildings  assessed,  and  on  or  before  November  first  in  each 
year  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose  in  the  city  clerk's  office,  and  when  so  recorded  such 
assessments  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien,  in  the  nature  of  a  tax, 
upon  the  lands  or  buildings  so  assessed,  until  the  same  shall  be 
paid. 

Sec.  4.  For  all  purposes  of  assessment,  wherever  a  de- 
scription of  the  lands  or  buildings  so  assessed  is  required,  ref- 
erence to  the  conveyance  to  the  owner,  giving  date  of  the 
same  and  volume  and  page  of  the  land  records  when  recorded, 
shall  be  sufficient. 

Approved  November  16,  1894. 
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This  being  the  first  year  the  Street  Department  has  done 
the  sprinkling,  we  feel  that  the  city  made  no  mistake  in  adopt- 
ing the  present  method  of  doing  the  work. 

The  past  year  we  sprinkled  about  12  miles  of  streets, 
using  seven  sprinklers  to  do  the  work,  but  realizing  the  neces- 
sity of  increasing  this  branch  of  the  city  work  the  coming  sea- 
son we  have  purchased  two  more  sprinklers,  and  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  meet  all  the  demands  of  our  citizens  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

The  permanent  work  done  on  our  streets  speaks  for  itself, 
and  the  amount  of  money  at  our  disposal  to  be  expended  the 
coming  year  will  add  greatly  to  the  good  reputation  we 
already  have  in  the  line  of  good  roads. 

We  now  have  two  crusher  plants  in  good  working  order, 
and  we  expect  to  use  them  for  all  they  are  worth  the  coming 
summer. 

You  are  invited  to  a  careful  examination  of  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
work  done  by  the  several  departments  under  our  control, 
which  will  show  you  the  amount  expended  on  each  street  and 
how  it  was  expended. 

Again  thanking  you  for  the  uniform  courtesy  shown  us 
during  the  year,  and  asking  you  to  overlook  such  imperfections 
as  you  may  have  noticed  we  are,  etc.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Advisory  Board 

On  Permanent  Street  Improvements. 


-Burlington,  Yt.3  January  4th,  1896. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen  : — Early  in  the  year  this  Board  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  took  steps  to 
have  samples  of  the  various  kinds  of  rock  available  for  mac- 
adamfroad  construction  tested  by  the  engineering  department 
of  the  University  of  Vermont.  The  report  of  the  tests,  with 
tables,  is  herewith  submitted.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
results  secured  from  the  limestone  samples  from  the  Edg- 
cumbe  quarry  and  the  Baxter  quarries  are  very  favorable, 
showing  them  to  be  nearly  equal  to  the  samples  of  trap  rock 
which  were  secured  from  across  the  lake. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year's  work  the  stone  crusher 
from  the  city's  old  plant  at  Willard's  ledge,  which  had  been 
partially  destroyed  by  fire,  was  put  in  place  of  the  portable 
crusher  at  the  dock,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  in  our 
last  report.  The  smaller  crusher  that  was  at  the  dock  was  set 
up  on  a  ledge  of  silicate  limestone  at  the  Edgcumbe  quarry 
on  Grove'street. 

10 
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The  work  of  the  Advisory  Board  has  so  far  been  materi- 
ally affected  by  the  necessity  of  avoiding  permanent  construc- 
tion on  parts  of  streets  where  either  water  or  sewer  pipes,  or 
both,  are  not  in  proper  condition  to  be  covered  by  permanent 
work.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  work  of  the  other  depart- 
ments is  completed  in  these  streets,  certain  apparent  omissions 
between  sections  of  the  permanent  work  can.be  filled  in. 

The  work  of  the  season  laid  out  by  the  Ad  visory  Board 
was  the  completion  of  the  work  begun  last  year  on  Cham- 
plain  and  on  St.  Paul  streets,  and  also  the  additional  block  on 
North  street. 

The  next  work  was  the  grading  and  macadamizing  Bat- 
tery street  from  College  to  Maple,  and  the  important  work  of 
the  improvement  of  the  Winooski  road,  beginning  at  the 
eastern  end  at  the  Winooski  bridge. 

The  work  done  on  Church  street  had  not  at  first  been 
contemplated,  but  as  the  Street  Department  had  by  the  orders 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  changed  the  grade  of  Church 
street,  and  by  excavating  had  brought  the  roadway  down  to 
the  clay  sub-soil,  the  Street  Commissioners  desired  the  Advis- 
ory Board  to  undertake  to  put  the  block  between  Main  street 
and  King  street  in  permanent  shape.  A  Telford  roadway 
was  required  for  good  work  upon  such  soil. 

It  was  the  desire  of  the  Advisory  Board  to  have  the  work 
of  permanent  improvements  of  the  streets  done  under  its 
supervision,  and  entirely  independent  of  the  ordinary  work  of 
the  Street  Department.  In  order  to  carry  out  this  plan,  Mr. 
C.  L.  Woodbury,  C.  E.,  was  engaged.  He  was  to  act  as  an 
assistant  superintendent  of  streets,  nominally,  and  have  the 
whole  supervision  of  the  work  done  by  a  special  fund  for  per- 
manent improvements.    After  about  two  months'  work  Mr- 
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Woodbury  resigned.  It  had  been  found  impracticable  to 
carry  the  work  forward  in  that  way  on  account  of  the  impos- 
sibility of  drawing  the  line  satisfactorily  in  the  use  of  the 
plant  of  the  Street  Department,  and  of  the  difficulty  of  com- 
plete relinquishment  of  control  by  that  department ;  therefore 
after  the  completion  of  Champlain  street  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  was  requested  to  allow  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  complete  the  work  for  this  year.  Since  that  time 
work  has  been  performed  on  Battery  street,  North  street, 
Church  street  and  Winooski  road  by  Mr.  Stevens,  under  the 
Street  Commissioners. 

The  street  sprinkler  belonging  to  the  permanent  fund  has 
been  used  almost  constantly  for  street  sprinkling  during  the 
summer.  We  think  the  city  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
results  of  sprinkling  the  streets  by  the  city.  This  action  was 
recommended  by  this  Board  in  its  last  year's  report.  We 
believe  that  it  is  of  ,great  value  in  keeping  the  streets  in  good 
order  and  preventing  undue  wear,  especially  on  macadam 
roads. 

The  Advisory  Board  renews  its  recommendation  of  last 
year,  that  the  permanent  work  be  done  by  contract,  believing 
that  it  would  secure  better  results  and  that  the  city  would  get 
considerable  more  work  done  by  this  special  fund  in  that  way 
than  it  can  by  methods  heretofore  pursued.  It  is  a  fact  that 
in  almost  all  cities  of  this  class,  and  almost  entirely  in  the 
larger  cities,  such  work  is  done  by  contract.

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REPORT 

OF 

Tests  of  Road  Material, 


April  10,  1895. 

The  following  tests  were  made  on  the  samples  of  rock 
submitted  by  the  Street  DejDartment  of  the  City  of  Burling- 
ton, in  order  to  determine  their  relative  value  for  use  in  road 
construction. 

In  Table  I  is  shown  the  numbers  assigned,  the  kinds  of 
rock  and  the  sources  of  the  different  specimens. 

TABLE  I. 

The  material  of  which  a  roadway  is  composed  is  subjected 
to  three  destructive  agencies:  1st,  the  crushing  effect  of  the 
loads  passing  over  it ;  2d,  the  grinding  or  wearing  action  of 
the  wheels  of  vehicles  and  the  shoes  of  horses ;  3d,  the  disin- 
tegrating action  of  water  and  frost.  Other  important  charac- 
teristics which  a  stone  to  be  used  for  such  a  purpose  should 
possess,  are,  that  when  crushed  for  use  it  should  break  into  a 
compact  form,  and  when  placed  on  the  road  it  should  readily 
pack  or  bind  together  into  a  solid  mass. 

A  stone  may  be  hard  and  of  great  crushing  strength,  but 
at  the  same  time  brittle,  which  would  render  it  unfit  for  road 
work.  If  soft  it  would  wear  away  too  rapidly  and  is  equally 
objectionable. 
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The  finer  grained  a  stone  is  and  the  less  water  it  absorbs 
the  better  it  resists  the  injurious  action  of  water  and  frost,  and 
the  more  durable  it  is.  Weight  is  generally  an  indication  of 
density  and  durability,  the  lighter  stones  are  least  desirable. 

A  stone  that  naturally  breaks  into  thin,  flaky  pieces  will  • 
not  consolidate  as  readily  in  a  road-bed  or  wear  as  long  as  one 
that  crushes  into  a  more  compact  or  cubical  form.     A  wheel 
passing  over  the  edge  of  a  flat  stone  throws  the  stone  out  of 
place  and  loosens  the  adjoining  pieces. 

It  is  an  essential  feature  of  road  construction  that  the  road 
material  should  be  capable  of  being  compacted  as  readily  and 
firmly  as  possible.  If  the  surface  is  left  uncompacted,  traffic 
is  inconvenienced,  water  soaks  through  and  softens  the  foun- 
dation, the  wheels  sink  into  the  stone  and  the  grinding  action 
is  largely  increased.  In  such  a  case  a  hard  stone  that  will  not 
pack  grinds  up  and  wears  out  faster  than  a  softer  stone  that 
possesses  the  binding  quality.  In  using  the  former,  other 
material  having  this  quality  needs  to  be  added. 

The  specimens  of  stone  submitted  for  examination  were 
prepared  for  the  test  in  two  ways.  A  part  of  each  was  accu- 
rately ground  into  two  inch  cubes,  the  remainder  was  broken 

either  by  a  crusher  or  by  hand  into  the  sizes  used  in  road  con- 
struction. 

The  tests  to  which  the  stones  were  subjected  were  the 
determination  of  the  percentage  of  absorption  of  water;  the 
weight  of  tlie  stone  per  cubic  foot;  the  loss  by  abrasion  or 
wear,  and  the  crushing  strength. 

The  absorption  test  was  made  as  follows  :  Two  inch  cubes 
or  broken  pieces  of  a  corresponding  size  were  dried  for  twenty- 
four  hours  at  a  temperature  of  125°  F,  accurately  weighed, 
immersed  in  water  for  four  days,  again  weighed,  and  the  water 
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absorbed  determined  in  the  percentage  of  the  weight  of  the 
stones. 

The  weight  per  cubic  foot  was  found  from  the  specific 
gravity. 

The  abrasion  test  was  made  on  both  the  cubes  and  the  broken 
stone  mainly  for  a  comparison  of  the  methods.  The  broken 
stone  for  this  test  was  sorted,  all  flakes  being  rejected,  and  also 
pieces  less  than  2  oz.  or  more  than  10  oz.  in  weight.  This  test 
was  made  in  a  rattler  built  for  this  kind  of  work.  It  contains 
two  compartments,  each  20  inches  in  diameter  and  15  inches 
long.    The  speed  was  40  revolutions  per  minute. 

In  carrying  out  this  test  a  charge  was  prepared  consisting 
of  50  lbs  of  the  broken  stone  and  50  lbs.  of  foundry  shot.  The 
rattler  was  run  for  five  minutes  to  remove  the  sharp  edges  and 
corners  from  the  stone,  and  the  latter  was  then  again  weighed 
and  returned  to  the  rattler,  when  the  main  run  of  40  minutes 
was  made.  At  the  end  of  this  time  the  stone  was  again 
weighed  and  the  loss  determined  in  percentage  of  weight. 

When  this  test  was  applied  to  the  cubes,  several  cubes 
were  placed  in  the  machine  with  the  same  weight  of  iron  as 
above,  and  the  machine  was  run  for  corresponding  time. 

The  crushing  tests  were  made  on  an  Olsen  testing  machine 
of  100  tons  capacity.  The  cubes  were  all  tested  with  thin 
plaster  of  Paris  beds  to  insure  a  perfect  bearing. 

The  results  of  all  the  tests  are  shown  in  Table  II.  Each 
result  here  given  representing  the  average  of  several  independ- 
ent tests. 

TABLE  II. 

The  excessive  weight  of  number  YI  was  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  iron  in  its  own  composition. 
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Xo  broken  stone  of  V  was  furnished  until  after  this  table 
was  made  up.  A  recent  test  of  this  gave  a  greater  loss  than 
any  of  the  others.  All  of  the  stone  submitted  from  the  quarry 
was  from  the  same  bed. 

But  one  lot  of  broken  trap  was  furnished,  and  this  may. 
have  been  VII  and  VIII  mixed,  but  contained  none  of  VI. 

The  last  column  while  giving  average  results  does  not 
show  the  Greatest  strength  of  the  different  stones,  owing:  to  the 
presence  of  slight  flaws  and  imperfections  in  some  of  the 
cubes.  When  these  were  apparent  the  results  were  discarded 
in  computing  the  averages.  The  highest  results  obtained  were 
for  III,  45,900;  IV,  45,400;  VII,  34,400;  VIII,  35,100;  IX, 
40,900.  The  average  of  VIII  is  probably  lower  than  it  would 
be  had  the  number  of  tests  been  greater. 

Table  III  has  been  prepared  in  order  to  place  the  results 
of  the  tests  in  a  more  convenient  form  for  comparison. 

TABLE  III. 

In  each  column  of  table  III  a  value  of  10  was  assigned  to 
the  best  result,  and  1  to  the  poorest.    The  values  of  the  others 

JL 

were  then  computed.  The  last  column  gives  the  average  of 
the  others. 

In  comparing  the  results  of  these  tests  one  fact  should  be 
taken  into  consideration,  namely,  that  the  samples  submitted 
may  not  have  been  the  average  product  of  the  quarries  they 
represented.  Previous  tests  of  I  and  II  have  shown  that 
stronger  beds  exist  in  these  quarries.  Specimen  III  is  prob- 
ably a  good  average.  The  samples  of  IV  furnished  were,  in 
the  case  of  the  broken  stone,  the  average  of  the  quarry,  as  it 
was  a  mixture  of  the  different  beds,  but  the  cubes  were  appar- 
ently all  from  the  same  bed,  and  that,  perhaps,  the  strongest

in  the  quarry.  Hence  the  results  given  in  columns  3  and  5 
and  the  final  average  are  undoubtedly  too  high.  The  samples 
of  IX  came  from  a  recently  opened  quarry.  The  cubes  were 
made  from  surface  stone,  but  the  broken  stone  came  from  a 
lower  depth. 

In  addition  to  the  tests  shown  in  these  tables,  the  shape 
of  the  broken  stone  was  noted  in  each  of  the  samples  submitted, 
and  they  were  roughly  grouped  and  ranked  in  this  order  of 
excellence,  YI,  VII,  VIII,  III,  IX,  I,  II,  V,  IV.  In  sorting 
the  stone  for  the  abrasion  test  a  larger  percentage  of  IV  had 
to  be  rejected  on  account  of  flakes,  and  a  smaller  amount  of  I 
and  II  for  the  same  reason. 

♦ 

With  regard  to  their  binding  qualities  the  samples  could 
be  marked  I,  II,  V,  III,  IX,  VI,  VII,  VIII,  IV. 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  of  the  specimens  tested  are 
strong  stones  and  with  but  one  exception  equaling  or  far  ex- 
ceeding the  average  strength  of  granite. 

In  all  of  the  tests  the  superior  value  of  trap  rock  as  a  road 
material  is  apparent,  and  where  it  can  be  obtained  at  a  reason- 
able price  it  should  be  used  for  at  least  the  wearing  surface  of 
the  more  important  streets. 

Next  in  order  of  value  are  HI  and  IX.  These  are  suita- 
ble to  be  used  on  streets  having  a  heavy  traffic,  either  for  the 
entire  road  bed  or  for  the  wearing  surface  over  a  less  durable 
and  less  expensive  stone. 

Specimens  I  and  II  are  of  probably  more  value  than  the 
tables  indicate,  owing  to  their  excellent  binding  qualities. 
They  will  cement  together  quickly  and  will  be  the  least  likely 
to  ravel  out  during  the  dryness  of  summer.  They  are  both  fit 
to  be  used  for  the  foundation  or  lower  courses  of  any  road, 
and  II  for  the  wearing  surface  where  the  traffic  is  light. 
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Further  tests  of  other  beds  of  I  and  V  might  show  the 
presence  of  stronger  stones. 

Number  IY  is  suitable  for  Telford  foundation  or  lower 
course  macadam.  If  used  at  all  for  surface  work  a  large  per- 
centage of  binder  should  be  added  and  the  road  thoroughly 
compacted  with  a  roller  before  it  is  opened  for  travel.

In  the  Street  Department  certain  work  performed  of  a 
permanent  character  to  a  large  extent  is  as  follows  : 

Adams  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  its  entire 
length. 

Battery  street — Curbed,  the  gutters  paved  and  a  concrete 
sidewalk  5  feet  in  width  laid  from  Maple  to  College  street. 
Under  the  Permament  Fund  an  8  inch  macadam  roadway  was 
constructed  the  same  distance  and  the  expense  of  the  paving 
was  charged  to  the  same  fund. 

Buell  street — Graded,  curbed,  the  gutters  paved,  concrete 
sidewalks  5  feet  in  width  laid  and  roadway  graveled  from 
Willard  street,  westerly  a  distance  of  715  feet. 
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Champlain  street — An  8  inch  macadam  roadway  con- 
structed from  Monroe  to  North  street  under  the  Permanent 
Fund. 

Church  street — Graded,  curbed,  the  gutters  paved  and 
concrete  sidewalks  5  feet  in  width  laid  from  Main  to  Maple 
street  on  the  West  side,  and  from  King  to  Maple  street  on  the 
East  side.  Under  the  Permanent  Fund  a  12  inch  telford  road- 
way was  constructed  from  Main  to  King  street. 

Clarke  street — Roadway  graded  and  a  6  inch  layer  of 
•of  gravel  placed  thereon. 

Colchester  avenue — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from 
.Mansfield  to  East  avenue. 

College  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  Union 
to  Prospect  street. 

Main  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  Union 
to  Prospect  street. 

Maple  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  Union 
to  Summit  street. 

North  avenue — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  the 
Bradley  road  to  Mallets  Bay  avenue,  and  the  roadway  from  the 
Bradley  road  south  was  repaired  with  gravel. 

North  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  North 
avenue  to  Champlain  street ;  and  the  roadway  from  Elmwood 
avenue  to  Wmooski  avenue  was  graded  and  an  8  inch  macadam 
pavement  constructed  under  the  Permanent  Fund. 

Pine  street — Curbed,  the  gutters  paved  and  concrete 
sidewalks  5  feet  in  width  laid  from  Maple  to  College  street. 

Prospect  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  Main 
to  Cliff  street. 

St.  Paul  street — Curbed  and  gutters  paved  on  the  west 
side  from  Maple  street  to  a  point  a  short  distance  south  of 
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Marble  avenue,  and  a  concrete  sidewalk  5  feet  in  width  laid 
on  the  same  side  and  for  the  same  distance  with  the  exception 
of  100  feet  at  the  ravine.  The  telfording  of  the  roadway 
commenced  in  1S94  was  completed  and  as  in  1894  the  expense 
was  charged  to  the  Permanent  Fund.  Furthermore  an  8  inch 
macadam  pavement  was  constructed  on  the  wing  of  the  road- 
way on  the  west  side  from  the  telford  to  the  gutter,  from 
Maple  street  southerly  a  short  distance  south  of  Marble 
avenue. 

School  street — Graded,  curbed,  gutters  paved,  concrete 
sidewalks  5  feet  in  width  laid,  and  roadway  dressed  with 
gravel  its  entire  length. 

Shelburne  street — Roadway  turnpiked  from  Park  avenue 
to  Potash  brook,  and  a  portion  of  the  same  near  the  G.  ~N. 
Willard  place  was  dressed  with  the  waste  stone  from  the 
Willard  quarry  and  covered  with  gravel. 

Summit  street — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  Maple 
street  southerly,  a  distance  of  about  700  feet. 

Union  street — Curbed,  the  gutter  paved  and  a  concrete 
sidewalk  5  feet  in  width  laid  on  the  east  side  from  Howard 
to  Beech  street.  Also  the  roadway  at  Buell  street  was  brought 
nearer  to  the  grade  by  considerable  filling. 

Willard  street— A  concrete  sidewalk  5  feet  in  width  laid 
on  the  West  side  from  Maple  street  to  a  point  opposite  Cliff 
street.  Also  the  roadway  was  dressed  with  gravel  from  Spruce 
street  northerly  to  a  point  midway  between  College  and  Main 
streets. 

Williams  street — Roadway  from  Main  to  College  street 
turnpiked  and  dressed  with  gravel. 

Williston  road — Roadway  dressed  with  gravel  from  Spear 
street  to  East  avenue. 
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Winooski  avenue — Curbed,  and  the  gutter  paved,  on  the 
west  side  from  North  to  Decatur  street,  and  concrete  sidewalks 
5  feet  in  width  laid  on  both  sides  for  the  same  distance.  Also 
under  the  Permanent  Fund,  a  12  inch  telford  roadway  was  con- 
structed from  the  Winooski  bridge,  southwesterly,  a  distance 
of  1100  feet.  The  object  of  this  improvement  is  to  provide  a 
good  roadway  for  the  heavy  freight  traffic  between  Winooski 
and  the  adjacent  towns  and  this  city.  With  this  purpose  in 
view  it  was  necessary  to  consider  not  only  the  surface  of  the 
road,  but  also  the  maximum  grades.  The  very  heavy  grade 
on  the  section  improved  (the  heaviest  on  any  part  of  this 
road)  necessitated  more  labor  on  the  grading  and  caused  an 
expensive  piece  of  work.  This  grading  consisted  in  cutting 
down  the  summit  about  3.5  feet  and  filling  at  the  foot  of  the 
hill  about  2.8  feet.  The  excavation  amounted  to  about  2500 
cubic  yards,  a  considerable  portion  of  which,  not  being 
required  on  the  section  completed,  was  carried  forward  and 
used  in  grading  on  that  portion  of  the  road  to  be  improved 
another  season.  For  some  distance  through  the  heavy  cut  it 
was  found  necessary  to  excavate  below  the  sub-grade  from 
one  to  two  feet  and  replace  with  sand  before  the  sub-grade 
could  be  rolled  preparatory  for  receiving  the  paving.  Another 
feature  of  this  particular  section,  and  the  cause  of  con- 
siderable expense,  was  a  ridge  of  rock  that  had  to  be  removed. 
Along  the  side  of  the  road,  a  drain,  3.5  feet  deep,  was  laid  to 
intercept  the  ground  water  coming  from  the  hill  above. 

The  finished  roadway  consists  of  telford  j>aving  12  inches 
deep  and  18  feet  wide  with  7  foot  earth  wings  on  each  side. 
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Thirteen  street  crossings  have  been  laid  as  follows :

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington : 

Gentlemen  : — The  annual  report  of  the  City  Engineer 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1895,  is  herewith  respect- 
fully submitted. 

The  usual  work  of  this  department  during  the  past  year 
has  consisted  chiefly  in  giving  the  lines,  grades  and  elevations 
ior  the  following  work :  Curbing  and  sidewalks  on  Battery, 
Bay  Yiew,  Buell,  Church,  Greene,  Pine,  School,  St.  Paul  and 
Union  streets;  for  curbing  only  at  the  corners  of  Cedar  and 
Rose  streets,  and  Loomis  street  and  Winooski  avenue,  and  for 
concrete  walks  on  Main,  North  and  Willard  streets.  This 
work  has  been  done  in  conformity  to  the  established  grades  of 
the  city. 

The  improving  of  Church  street  between  King  and  Maple 
streets  required  some  filling  to  be  done,  which  necessitated  the 
building  of  a  retaining  wall  along  a  portion  of  the  east  side  of 
the  street.  The  question  of  who  should  build  this  wall  was  refer- 
red to  the  City  Attorney,  who  found  that  the  abutting  prop- 
erty was  liable  for  the  cost  of  so  much  of  the  wall  as  would 
replace  the  lateral  support  which  had  recently  been  removed 
and  that  the  city  should  build  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
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wall.  After  a  careful  survey  and  estimate  had  been  made,  it 
was  decided  that  the  property  and  city  should  share  equally 
the  expense  of  the  wall.  With  the  consent  of  and  by  an  agree- 
ment with  the  abutting  property  owners,  the  wall  was  built  80 
that  the  face  of  the  coping  is  one  foot  east  of  the  east  line  of 
the  street,  and  the  top  of  the  coping  at  the  sidewalk  grade. 
The  wall  is  124  feet  long,  10.f>4  feet  high  at  the  north  end 
and  7  feet  high  at  the  south  end  and  contains  291.3  perch  of 
masonry  laid  in  cement  mortar. 

The  retaining  wall  at  Lake  street,  just  north  of  College 
street,  was  built  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  between  the 
Mayor  and  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  Company;  277.66 
feet  of  the  wall  is  so  built  that  the  west  face  of  the  wall  coin- 
cides with  the  west  line  of  Lake  street.  This  wall  is  5.13  feet 
high  and  contains  220.3  perch  of  masonry.  It  was  necessarily 
heavy  as  a  spur  track  is  situated  on  the  side  of  the  street 
just  at  the  top  of  the  bank.  The  remaining  88  feet  of  wall 
was  built  at  the  request  of  the  Railroad  Company  on  their 
own  property. 

In  regard  to  the  improvement  of  that  part  of  Winooski 
avenue  known  as  the  Winooski  road,  I  will  say  that  a  careful 
survey  was  made  and  the  necessary  plans  and  profiles  were 
drawn,  determining  the  grade  and  line  of  the  telford  paving- 
laid  during  the  past  season.  As  no  grade  had  previously  been 
established,  the  Street  Department  was  at  liberty  to  chose  such 
grade  as  it  deemed  most  desirable  considering  the  topography 
and  nature  of  the  soil.  Within  this  section  was  found  the 
maximum  grade  of  the  avenue  as  one  approached  the  city. 
But  the  change  effected  by  the  improvement  reduced  this 
grade  from  4.7  per  cent,  to  3.96  per  cent.  The  telford  paving 
was  laid  in  regular  form,  except  about  150"  feet  at  its  union 
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with  Colchester  avenue,  which  owing  to  the  acute  angle  of 
intersection  and  the  different  grades  of  the  streets  required 
special  treatment  of  cross  section  grade. 

The  new  streets  accepted  by  the  city  during  the  year  are 
Henry  and  Weston  streets  and  portions  of  Conger,  Central, 
Wright  and  Harrison  avenues.  Surveys  were  made  of  these 
streets  for  their  acceptance  and  profiles  were  prepared  for 
establishing  grades. 

In  connection  with  this  work  I  will  also  mention  the 
changing  of  grade  on  Church,  Buell  and  Union  streets. 

Lines,  grades  and  elevations  have  been  given,  according 
to  the  city  system,  for  the  construction  of  sewers  in  Spring  and 
Hyde  streets  and  in  Hungerford  terrace,  also  for  the  relaying 
of  a  portion  of  the  sewer  in  Church  and  St.  Paul  streets.  The 
sewer  in  Church  street  was  relaid  from  Bank  to  the  lamphole 
about  60  feet  south  of  Pearl  street.  The  sewer  was  then  con- 
tinued to  the  intersection  of  Pearl  street.  Thereby  complet- 
ing the  change  commenced  in  1891.  This  change  consists  in 
replacing  the  cement  pipe  with  vitrified  tile,  and  in  laying  the 
sewer  twelve  instead  of  ten  feet  below  the  street  grade. 

The  work  has  all  been  measured  after  completion  and  a 
proper  record  of  the  same  made  for  future  reference. 

A  more  detailed  description  of  the  manner  of  construction 
and  cost  may  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

The  introduction  of  the  assessment  plan  for  street  sprink- 
ling necessitated  the  looking  up  of  the  frontage  on  all  streets 
sprinkled.  A  large  part  of  this  work  was  done  in  the  City 
Clerk's  office,  the  frontages  being  taken  from  assessment  maps 
previously  made  for  sewers,  curb  and  sidewalks.  Where  no 
such  records  were  found  the  frontage  was  measured  and  the 
assessments  made  therefrom. 
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For  the  Water  Department  lines  and  grades  were  fur- 
nished for  the  laying  of  mains  in  Henry,  North,  Weston,  and 
Willard  streets,  also  Central,  Conger,  Lakeside  and  Wright 
avenues.  This  work  was  done  with  reference  to  established 
grades  and  probable  curb  lines.

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30TH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  a 
detailed  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December -31st,  1895. 

Total  number  of  alarms  40,  6  during  the  existence  of  the 
old  Volunteer  Fire  Department ;  total  number  regular  gong 
alarms  31  ;  6  still  alarms  ;  2  false  alarms ;  3  less  than  the 
total  number  of  alarms  in  1894. 

The  most  reliable  statistics  obtainable  place  the  total  fire 
loss  at  $192,697.15.    Insurance  paid,  $129,655.82. 

Fire  Station  No.  3  was  burned  on  the  morning  of  January 
9th  at  12:20  A.  M.  The  entire  Fire  Department  responded. 
The  building  was  destroyed,  but  the  fire  apparatus,  horses  and 
trappings  were  saved.  Fire  started  from  the  furnace  in  the 
cellar. 

The  chemical  engine  was  put  into  service  April  3rd,  1895, 
and  has  been  used  continuously  since. 
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Notwithstanding  the  temporary  embarrassment  caused  by 
the  burning  of  Station  3,  and  consequent  lack  of  accommoda- 
tion for  the  fire  apparatus  of  this  station,  the  department  is  in 
excellent  condition,  but  the  following  changes  are  recom- 
mended : 

That  No.  3  Station  be  made  a  double  station,  and  be  built 
in  a  manner  that  will  prevent  liability  to  destruction  by  fire  as 
before. 

That  a  new  station  be  made  of  the  Howard  hose  house, 
and  that  the  hose  wagon  now  in  use  at  Station  No.  3  be  placed 
at  said  new  station,  and  that  the  two  horses  now  in  use,  and 
one  more  horse  and  a  one-horse  hose  wagon  be  placed  in  Sta- 
tion No.  3,  and  that  the  city  buy  two  horses  for  the  new 
station  at  the  Howard  hose  house. 

Also  different  arrangements,  than  those  now  in  use,  as  to 
the  housing  and  the  transporting  to  fires,  of  the  hook  and  lad- 
der truck. 

Also,  that  the  building  occupied  by  the  Fire  Department 
be  placed  in  charge  of  the  Fire  Committee,  and  taken  from 
the  charge  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Parks. 

There  is  in  use  in  the  department  3000  feet  of  good  hose, 
and  3400  feet  of  poor  hose. 

REMARKS.  ,  • 

The  large  fire  loss  daring  the  year  1895  was  occasioned  by 
the  burning  of  the  J.  K.  Booth  lumber  mills  on  the  morning 
of  March  19th,  the  loss  on  buildings  and  contents  being  $177,- 
515.54;  this  fire  was  attended  by  the  old  Volunteer  Depart- 
ment. 

The  chemical  engine,  purchased  subject  to  trial,  has  thor- 
oughly demonstrated  its  value  and  practicability.    It  has, 
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according  to  the  best  judgment  that  can  be  formed,  paid  for 
itself  on  several  occasions,  where  immediate  action  in  putting 
out  fire,  such  as  it  afforded,  alone  prevented  a  serious  con- 
flagration. Its  value  has  also  been  manifested  on  occasions 
where  the  damage  to  interiors  and  stock  which  would  have 
occurred  through  the  use  of  water,  has  been  averted  by  its  use. 

The  burning  of  Station  3  was  most  unfortunate.  Every 
effort  was  made  to  save  the  building,  but  the  faulty  and 
inflammable  construction  of  the  same,  together  with  lack  of 
water  pressure  were  odds  too  great  to  cope  with.  The  burn- 
ing of  the  station  carries  its  lesson  in  the  way  of  suggestions 
for  measures  for  prevention  of  a  like  catastrophe  in  the  future. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  for  their  efforts  in 
promoting  the  efficiency  and  good  standing  of  the  present  Fire 
Department,  and  can  assure  them  that  harmony,  good  will,  and 
discipline  prevail  throughout  the  same.  I  would  also  extend 
thanks  to  the  respective  assistant  engineers  for  their  constant 
assistance,  and  to  the  captains  and  men  in  their  command  for 
their  uniformly  prompt  and  efficient  service.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  City  of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  city  ordinance  the 
Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  following,  their 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1895  : 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  work  which  seemed  of  the 
greatest  importance  has  been  posponed,  the  season  has  still 
been  quite  a  busy  one  in  this  department. 

We  still  have  no  adequate  means  for  speedily  obtaining 
large  quantities  of  water  from  the  new  reservoir,  the  cement 
mains  on  Main  street  and  North  avenue  are  yet  with  us  and 
the  first  steps  towards  securing  our  needs  at  the  pumping  sta- 
tion, which  in  our  last  annual  report  it  was  stated  had  been 
taken,  are  still  in  progress. 

The  new  mains  laid  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  supply  for  Colchester  avenue  and  the  First  Ward  have 
been  connected  with  the  reservoir  and  the  other  mains  in  the 
reservoir  yard  in  such  manner  that  their  supply  can  be  ob- 
tained from  either  of  the  reservoirs,  either  through  or  around 
the  motor,  as  may  be  desired.  In  making  these  connections 
it  was  found  advisable  to  replace  about  three  hundred  feet  of 
cement  pipe  in  and  near  the  reservoir  lot. 
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Provision  lias  been  made  for  placing  a  larger  motor  on 
the  new  line  where  it  passes  through  the  addition  to  the  reser- 
voir lot  recently  purchased  by  the  city,  also  for  connecting  a 
branch  from  the  new  reservoir. 

This  branch  from  the  new  reservoir  should  be  laid  at  once 
as  it  has  already  been  demonstrated  that  the  present  main 
leading  from  that  reservoir  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands 
at  times  made  upon  it. 

The  work  which  we  recommended  to  be  done  on  College 
street,  Main  street  and  North  avenue  is  no  less  necessary  now 
than  last  spring,  and  the  experience  of  the  past  season  has 
been  sufficient  to  convince  any  one  of  the  wisdom  of  our 
recommendations.  The  cost  . of  repairs  on  Main  street  alone 
during  the  past  season  has  been  in  excess  of  four  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Before  the  changes  in  pumping  machinery,  which  must 
inevitably  come  in. the  near  future,  can  be  made,  considerable 
money  must  be  expended  in  preparation.  This  preparatory 
work  should  be  continued  from  year  to  year  until  at  the  time 
of  the  installation  of  new  machinery  all  will  be  in  readiness 
for  the  event. 

The  pumpage  for  the  year  is  twelve  million  gallons  less 
than  last  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  record  for  February, 
1895,  shows  an  increase  of  thirteen  million  gallons  over  that 
of  last  year.  The  large  decrease  may  be  attributed  to  the 
more  than  usual  increase  in  the  use  of  meters  and  to  the  fact 
that  several  constant  sources  of  waste  have  been  discovered 
and  discontinued. 

The  balance  turned  in  to  the  City  Treasury  this  year  more 
nearly  approximates  a  reasonable  and  proper  excess  of  receipts 

13 
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over  current  expenses  of  the  department  than  for  a  number 
of  years  previous.  This  result  is  brought  about  by  the  com- 
bined influence  of  the  reduction  of  receipts,  caused  by  the 
change  of  rates,  and  the  increase  of  current  expenses  both  in 
the  maintenance  and  interest  accounts.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  large  sums  raised  by  water  assessments  cannot  be  legally 
and  properly  used  for  other  purposes. 

Whether  our  opinion  be  correct  or  not,  so  long  as  there 
remains  so  much  absolutely  necessary  to  be  done  to  maintain 
the  efficiency  of  the  works,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  doubt 
as  to  the  propriety  of  appropriating  for  the  current  expenses  of 
the  water  department,  interest  being  included,  the  entire 
water  receipts,  and  we  would  recommend  that  this  be  done.

METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  1,261  meters,  an  increase  of  179 
over  last  year. 
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Of  the  water  pumped,  about  36.9  per  cent,  has  been 
used  through  meters,  yielding  about  61.05  of  the  assessments. 

The  statement  made  last  year  that  "Allowing  25  per 
cent,  for  leakage  and  other  losses  and  treating  the  hydrant 
rental,  which  is  assessed  for  protection  afforded  and  not  for 
water  used,  as  a  schedule  rate  receipt,  it  appears  that  from 
about  62  per  cent,  used  at  schedule  rate  only  about  48  per 
cent,  of  the  revenue  is  derived.  In  other  words,  the  showing 
this  year  is,  as  it  has  been  for  years,  that  the  meter  takers, 
who  pay  for  what  they  get  whether  for  legitimate  use,  leaks 
or  waste  from  other  causes,  and  on  whom  there  are  no  losses, 
pay  decidedly  more  than  their  share  of  the  water  collections," 
can  this  year  be  repeated,  except  that  the  percentage  of  water 
sold  at  schedule  rates  has  decreased  from  62  to  50,  and  the 
percentage  of  the  schedule  rate  assessments  to  assessments  for 
water,  has  dropped  from  48  to  39. 

That  the  increase  during  the  past  season  of  the  number 
of  meters  in  use,  is  slightly  less  than  from  the  experience  of 
the  past  few  years  might  have  been  expected,  is  not  due  to 
the  lack  of  desire  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  to  adopt  the 
meter  system.  Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  appropria- 
tion, beside  being  obliged  to  postpone  some  work  in  pipe-lay- 
ing, which  it  is  thought  should  have  been  done  during  the  past 
season,  the  department  has  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  refuse 
a  large  number  of  applications  for  meters. 

RATES. 

The  new  rates  have  now  been  in  effect  six  months,  and  it 
is  evident  that  no  great  change  in  the  amount  of  the  annual 
collections  will  result  from  the  change.  While  there  is  still 
some  fault  found  with  the  water  rates,  principally  confined  to

those  on  whose  premises  large  quantities  of  water  have  been 
wasted,  there  is  now,  under  no  circumstances,  a  premium 
offered  for  the  waste  of  water.  The  new  rates  have  accom- 
plished the  purpose  for  which  they  are  particularly  intended 
and  are  giving  general  satisfaction.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OF  THE 

BURLINGTON  CITY  WATER  WORKS. 


Adopted  by  Resolution,  Approved  May  8,  1895. 

1.  Applications  for  water  must  be  made  at  the  Super- 
intendent's office,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  owner  of  the 
premises  to  be  supplied  or  his  or  her  duly  authorized  agent, 
and  must  state  the  use  for  which  the  service  is  desired. 

2.  All  premises  are  entitled  to  a  service  pipe  J-  inch  in 
diameter  to  the  line  of  streets,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  and 
larger  services  will  be  furnished  for  lire  purposes  or  where  a 
meter  is  to  be  used,  on  property  holders  paying  the  increased 
cost.  Any  service  hereafter  put  in  larger  than  one  inch  in 
diameter,  used  for  any  other  than  fire  purposes,  shall,  if  more 
than  25  feet  in  length,  be  metered  within  that  distance  of  the 
street. 

3.  When  two  or  more  take  water  through  one  service 
pipe,  the  ordinance  in  regard  to  cutting  off  the  supply  shall  be 
applicable  to  all,  although  one  or  more  shall  be  innocent  of  any 
cause  of  offence. 
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4.  Outside  faucets  or  yard  hydrants  for  the  supply  of 
families,  not  allowed,  unless  kept  in  perfect  repair. 

5.  ~No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  damages,  nor  to  have 
any  portion  of  a  payment  refunded,  for  any  stoppage  of  sup- 
ply occasioned  by  accident  to  any  portion  of  the  work,  for 
stoppage  for  addition  or  repairs,  or  for  non  use  occasioned  by 
absence. 

6.  All  persons  taking  water  must  keep  the  fixtures  and 
service  pipe  within  their  own  premises  in  good  repair  and 
fully  protected  from  frost,  and  must  prevent  all  unnecessary 
waste  of  water,  unless  supplied  through  a  meter. 

7.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  water  from  private 
hydrants  or  pipes  that  may  be  erected  and  used  for  fire  pur- 
poses only,  but  any  other  use  of  such  hydrants  or  pipes  is 
prohibited  except  the  service  be  metered  as  required  by  sec- 
tions 2  and  11  of  these  rules. 

8.  On  every  service  there  shall  be  a  cut-off,  back  of  all 
fixtures. 

9.  Meters  with  1-2  inch  delivery  will  be  furnished  any 
property  holder  under  the  following  conditions :  The  place  of 
setting  the  meter  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent; 
the  cost  of  such  setting  and  any  damage  to  the  meter  by  frost, 
hot  water  or  improper  usage,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  property 
holder. 

10.  Meters  larger  than  1-2  inch  delivery  will  be  fur- 
nished under  similar  conditions,  on  property  holders  paying 
extra  cost  of  the  larger  meter. 

11.  Persons  using  meters  must  connect  all  the  fixtures 
supplied  with  water  on  their  premises  with  such  meters,  so 
that  all  water  used  will  be  measured,  and  all  water  passing 
through  meters  must  be  paid  for,  whether  used  or  wasted. 

12.  Water  used  through  two  or  more  meters  upon  the 
same  premises,  for  the  same  business,  or  to  supply  the  same 
pipes  used  for  a  common  supply,  shall  be  rated  as  passing 
through  one  meter ;  if  used  through  separate  pipes  for  differ- 
ent kinds  of  business,  each  meter  shall  be  rated  separately. 
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13.  Premises  of  different  individuals  shall  not  be  sup- 
plied through  one  meter. 

14.  If  from  any  cause  a  meter  fails  to  register  the 
amount  of  water  passing  through  it,  the  consumer  will  be 
charged  at  the  average  daily  rate  as  shown  by  the  meter  when 
in  order. 

15.  The  City  reserves  the  right  to  put  in  a  meter  at  its 
own  expense,  and  charge  for  measured  water  instead  of  sched- 
ule rates. 

16.  Meter  rates  are  payable  quarterly,  and  in  no  case 
where  a  meter  is  used  shall  the  quarterly  charge  for  water  be 
less  than  $2.00,  provided  the  annual  charge  for  water  shall 
not  exceed  $8.00  except  when  four  thousand  cubic  feet  have 
been  used. 

17.  The  use  of  hose  for  any  purpose  more  than  two 
hours  a  day,  the  use  of  nozzles  larger  than  1-4  inch  in  diam- 
eter, the  use  of  fountains  and  lawn  sprinklers  after  dark,  and 
the  use  of  fixtures  with  a  constant  flow  are  forbidden,  unless 
the  premises  where  such  fixtures  are  used  are  supplied  through 
meters. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  penal  clauses  in  sections  7,  8,  9, 
10,  11,  13,  14  and  15  of  the  amended  Ordinance  entitled 
Water  Department.    Approved  December  7,  1892.

City  Attorney. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Coxmcil : 

Gentlemen  :— The  costs  of  $15.65  referred  to  in  my 
report  of  last  year,  were  paid  without  execution. 

The  chancery  case  of  Russell  S.  Taft  vs.  the  City  in  regard 
to  an  assessment  of  $201.97  for  a  sidewalk  and  curbing  in 
front  of  his  residence  is  in  court  now  and  some  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  year. 

The  Prouty  case  is  settled. 

The  two  suits  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  vs.  the 
City  were  entered  in  the  Rutland  County  Court  at  the  March 
term,  1895,  and  they  were  continued  at  the  March  and  Sep- 
tember terms,  1895. 

No  criminal  prosecutions  are  pending,  in  which  the  city 
is  interested  and  few  complaints  have  been  made  for  breaches 
of  the  city  ordinances.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this,  my  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department,  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1895,  showing  the  present  strength  and  condition  of 
the  force,  and  reviewing  briefly  the  duties  performed  by  it 
during  the  past  year. 

From  January  1st  to  August  19th,  1895,  the  Department 
consisted  of  76  commissioned  policemen.  Of  these  43  were 
watchmen  at  several  manufactories  without  expense  to  the 
city.  Of  the  remaining  thirty-three  11  were  stationed  as  fol- 
lows :  Four  on  Church  street,  2  serving  each  night  alternately; 
1  every  night  in  the  Third  Ward ;  2  in  the  Second  Ward,  1 
serving  each  night  alternately  ;  2  on  Battery  street,  1  serv- 
ing each  night  alternately,  and  1  man  in  the  south  part  of  the 
city  Saturday  night  and  Sunday,  and  1  day  police. 

Since  August  19,  1895,  we  have  had  only  six  paid  men, 
except  the  chief,  stationed  as  follows :  Two  on  Church  street, 
1  day  policeman  and  1  in  Third  Ward,  1  in  Second  Ward,  1 
on  Battery  street  one-half  night  each.  One  of  the  policemen  on 
duty  one-half  night  remains  in  the  office  through  the  day.

In  offering  this  annual  report,  it  is  justly  due  to  the  peo- 
ple and  to  the  Commissioners  alike,  that  a  detailed  statement 
be  made,  covering  the  resources  and  expenditures  of  the  Elm- 
wood  and  Lake  View  Cemeteries  under  our  charge. 

ELMWOOD  CEMETERY. 

Many  persons  interested  in  the  Elmwood  Cemetery  are 
entertaining  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  funds  bequeathed  to 
this  cemetery  by  the  late  Mr.  John  N.  Pomeroy,  the  income  of 
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which  should  be  applied  to  its  care  and  proper  maintenance, 
were  sufficiently  large  to  carry  out  this  purpose.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  will  of  Mr.  Pomeroy  provided  for  the  proper 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  Pomeroy  lot,  and  "  for  the  im- 
provement and  embellishment  of  Elmwood  Cemetery  in  said 
city  of  Burlington,  and  in  the  erection,  preservation  and  repair 
of  the  fence  about  the  same." 

To  follow  out  the  conditions  of  this  bequest,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  been  able  with  the  funds  at  their  disposal,  to 
comply  with  the  directions  contained  in  the  will,  but  they  have 
not  been  able  to  bestow  upon  those  portions  of  the  grounds 
held  by  ^persons  now  living,  such  attention  as  the  place  deserves, 
or  as  their  inclination  would  dictate. 

We  are  quite  sure  that  persons  directly  interested  in  Elm- 
wood  Cemetery,  and  the  public  generally  as  well,  could  be 
induced  to  offer  some  assistance  in  making  the  exterior,  at  least, 
of  this  cemetery  more  attractive  and  in  keeping  with  other 
parks  and  public  places  within  the  city.  A  new  fence  con- 
structed of  iron  should  replace  the  old,  and  a  concrete  walk  be 
laid  on  Elmwood  avenue. 

LAKE  VIEW  CEMETERY. 

The  Commissioners  have  every  reason  to  be  encouraged 
with  the  result  of  the  work  done  in  the  Lake  Yiew  Cemetery. 
The  public  have  been  most  generous  in  their  expressions  of 
satisfaction  and  approval  with  all  that  has  been  accomplished 
in  these  grounds. 

We  have  been  able,  with  the  liberal  and  unsolicited  dona- 
tions from  several  owners  of  lots  in  this  cemetery,  together 
with  the  income  from  sale  of  lots,  from  trust  funds,  and  from 
the  conservatory,  to  make  a  greater  display  of  flowers  and

work. 

The  place  has  become  a  resort  for  all  classes,  and  from 
the  respectful  observance  of  rules  regarding  desecration  of  the 
grounds,  picking  flowers,  etc.,  we  are  assured  that  the  decora- 
tions are  appreciated  and  enjoyed. 

The  advantages  derived  by  property  owners  and  the  pub- 
lic at  large,  in  the  products  of  the  conservatory,  cannot  be 
over-estimated,  and  the  advisability  of  supporting  a  green- 
house is  no  longer  a  question  of  experiment,  it  being  a  source 
of  revenue  instead  of  expense. 

The  Commissioners  are  under  obligations  to  all  the  lot 
owners  for  their  co-operation  and  advice  in  matters  affecting 
the  grounds,  and  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the  place. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  interest  now  manifested  will  develop 
the  future  establishment  of  trusts,  and  give  the  Commissioners 
still  further  opportunity  of  carrying  out  the  plans  already 
started,  and  make  the  Lake  Yiew  Cemetery  an.  ideal  place  in 
all  its  appointments.

For 
part  of  this  charity,  of  course,  the  donors  of  free  beds  are 
entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  recipients.

In  addition  to  the  above  assets,  we  have  the  two  unused 
hose  houses,  the  sale  of  which  was  recommended  by  the  Fire 
Committee  of  your  Board  last  year,  and  the  estimated  value  of 
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which  was  treated  as  a  prospective  asset.  These  have  not 
been  sold,  as  the  Star  hose  house  in  Ward  2  has  been  used  for 
school  purposes,  and  no  decision  has  been  reached  in  regard 
to  the  Howard  hose  house  in  Ward  5.  If  these  could  be  dis- 
posed of  at  the  estimated  value,  it  would  reduce  the  net  lia- 
bilities $5,000,  making  them  $13,581.12.  In  my  opinion  the 
probable  need  of  the  city  of  either  of  these  houses  for  the 
future  is  not  such  as  to  make  it  wise  to  retain  them  if  they 
can  be  sold  for  a  reasonable  price,  and  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  authority  be  given  to  make  a  sale  of  them. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  large  amount  of  uncol- 
lected taxes.  There  has  as  yet  been  no  final  settlement  with 
the  collector  of  taxes  for  1893  or  1894,  and  therefore  it  is 
impossible  to  say  how  large  a  part  of  the  above  will  be  collect- 
able. The  amount  given  includes  the  taxes  assessed  against 
the  Rutland  R.  R.  Co.,  which  are  in  dispute;  the  Vermont  & 
Canada  R.  R.  Co.,  and  the  Central  Yermont  R.  R.  Co.  It  is 
therefore  impossible  to  say,  until  these  accounts  are  finally 
settled  by  the  authority  of  your  Board,  how  much  will  be 
realized  from  them,  but  until  they  are  so  settled  they  must 
stand  on  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  an  asset.

The  grand  list  of  1895  was  $121,387.50.  The  usual  in- 
crease will  give  for  1896  a  list  of  at  least  $123,000. 

The  amount  of  highway  and  other  fixed  taxes  before  men- 
tioned, at  39  cents,  will  be  $47,970.00.  According  to  the 
above  estimates  there  would  remain  to  be  provided  for  the  sum 
of  $116,760.03.  A  tax  of  96  cents  will  yield  $118,080.00,  and 
make  a  total,  with  the  tax  of  39  cents  required  by  State  laws, 
of  135  cents.  This  I  respectfully  recommend  for  the  coming 
year. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  your  Board  it  is  not  best  to  sell  the 
hose  houses,  an  additional  five  cents  must  be  raised,  and  if  you. 
do  not  think  best  to  treat  the  unpaid  taxes  as  an  available 
asset  five  cents  more  should  be  added  to  the  rate.

I  would  again  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  finance  committee  by  your  Board,  through  whom  you  may 
keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  financial  condition  of  each 
department  and  of  the  treasury.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  report  monthly  the  condition  of  each  depart- 
ment, to  recommend  all  appropriations,  and  to '  see  that  no 
indebtedness  is  incurred  by  any  department  beyond  the 
amounts  appropriated,  unless  duly  authorized  by  your  Board 
as  an  urgent  necessity.  Such  a  committee  is  a  part  of  the 
organization  of  almost  every  good  city  government  and  I  am 
convinced  would  be  of  real  service  to  us. 
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Reference  to  the  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  certain 
receipts  from  various  sources,  as  from  the  Criminal  Depart- 
ment, which  has  heretofore  been  an  additional  credit  to  the 
Police  Department,  are  now  credited  to  the  general  fund.  This 
I  believe  is  the  proper  method  to  employ. 

The  City  Treasurer  has  not  taken  advantage  of  the  act 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  against  assessment  certifi- 
cates. He  believes  it  better  to  hold  them  in  his  office,  as  they 
bear  six  per  cent  interest,  and,  when  necessary,  borrow  their 
equivalent  as  a  temporary  loan.

An  Ordinance  in  Relation  to  a  F aid  Fire  Department. 


It  is  Hereby  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  A  paid  fire  department  for  the  City  of  Burlington  is 
hereby  established  which  shall  consist  of  ihe  following  members,  to  wit  : 
One  chief  engineer,  and  such  number  of  assistant  engineers  as  shall  seem 
necessary;  one  superintendent  of  fire  alarm  telegraph,  and  as  many 
engine  men,  hose  men,  hook  and  ladder  men,  fire  patrol  and  salvage 
corps  men,  and  other  members,  to  be  divided  into  companies,  as  the  fire 
apparatus  owned  by  the  city  shall  from  time  to  time  require  ;  provided 
that  the  entire  organized  fire  department  of  said  city  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  eight  full  paid  and  20  call  men,  and  as  many  more  as  the  City 
Council  shall  designate  from  year  to  year. 

Said  department  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  general  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  standing  committee  on  fire  department,  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  orders  of  the 
City  Council.  Said  committee  may  make  and  establish  all  proper  and 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  guidance  of 
the  department  and  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  the  fire  protection 
of  the  city,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council.  All  apparatus, 
equipment,  materials  and  supplies  needed  for  the  extension,  furnishing 
maintenance  or  repair  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  city  shall  be  procured 
through  said  committee  on  fire  department. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  Council  a  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  fire  department  and  such  number  of  assistant  engineers  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  annually  appointed  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  or  between  that  time  and  the  third  Monday  in  April, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  25th  day  of  the  same 
April,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed  for  cause  by  the  City  Council. 
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Sec.  3.  All  applications  for  membership  in  the  department  shall  be 
made  by  the  applicant  in  his  own  handwriting  to  the  committee  on  fire 
department,  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  committee,  and  then  be 
indorsed,  if  approved  by  said  committee  and  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
department,  and  transmitted  as  nominations  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  confirmation  or  rejection.  If  any  applicant  so  nominated  be 
rejected  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  additional  nominations  to  fill  exist- 
ing vacancies  shall  forthwith  be  made  and  like  proceedings  had  as 
before,  until  all  positions  are  filled.  When  any  such  nomination  shall 
have  been  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  aforesaid,  the  person 
so  nominated  and  confirmed  shall  have  notice  of  his  appoint ment  by 
commission,  signed  by  the  mayor  and  city  clerk,  and  bhall  hold  his 
office  or  position  until  removed  or  suspended  for  cause,  or  until  the 
office  or  position  is  otherwise  vacated  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed 
an  officer  or  member  of  the  department  except  as  aforesaid.  Any  officer 
or  other  member  of  the  department  may  be  removed,  expelled  or  sus- 
pended by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at  any  time  for  violation  of  law, 
ordinance,  regulation  or  order  relating  to  the  department,  and  vacancies 
may  at  any  time  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appoint- 
ment. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  to  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  fire 
department  must  be  not  less  than  21  years  and  not  more  than  45  years 
of  age,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  legal  voter  in  the  City  of  Bur- 
lington, must  be  able  to  read,  write  and  speak  the  English  language, 
must  be  temperate,  courteous  and  industrious,  sound  in  body,  health 
and  mind,  and  of  good  personal  appearance,  and  shall  not  belong  to  any 
other  fire  or  hose  company.  t  '■*  . 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the  fire 
department  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following 

OATH  OF  OFFICE  : 

"  I  do  solemnly  swear  I  will  support  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  State  of  Vermont  and  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  and 
obey  all  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  the  fire  department  of  the  City 
of  Burlington  ;  and  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of 

 according  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability,  so  help 

me  God." 

Sec.  6.  The  committee  on  fire  department  may  substitute  or 
employ  temporarily  any  man  who  may  be  needed,  because  of  emer- 
gency, or  to  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  department  by  reason  of 
the  absence,  suspension,  discharge,  resignation  or  death  of  any  mem- 
ber; and  they  shall  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of"  Alder- 
men report  in  writing  such  emergency  or  vacancy,  the  cause,  the  cir- 
cumstances and  their  doings  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  department  to 
promptly  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  department. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  members  of  the  fire  department 
such  annual  salaries  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  9.  The  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineers  and  superintendent 
of  fire  alarm  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  as  permanent  members. 
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Sec.  10.  The  salaries  shall  be  considered  full  compensation  for  all 
services  rendered  to  the  city  by  the  respective  officers  and  men  in  their 
official  capacity;  and  no  uniform  or  personal  wearing  apparel  other 
than  rubber  coats,  rubber  boots,  fire  hats  and  badges,  nor  any  other 
material  or  thing  shall  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  nor 
shall  any  taxes  be  abated  to  or  in  favor  of  any  person  for  services  as  a 
member  of  said  department.  No  expense  or  allowance  shall  be  made 
on  account  of  the  city  or  its  fire  department  except  for  materials  fur- 
nished or  emergency  services  rendered. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  not  a  member  of  said  fire  department,  being 
present  at  a  fire  shall  assume  without  authority  to  exercise  control  over 
any  members  of  the  department  in  respect  to  their  duty,  or  shall  will- 
fully or  unnecessarily  make  outcries  or  other  loud  noises,  or  be  guilty 
of  disorderly  conduct,  or  shall  promote  or  shall  encourage  disorderly 
conduct  in  others  then  present;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  firemen  to 
report  to  the  mayor  or  the  committee  on  fire  department  the  name  of 
any  person  so  offending,  and  of  every  person  not  a  member  of  said  fire 
department,  who  shall  contrary  to  law  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  any 
lawful  orders  of  any  officer  at  any  fire  in  the  city. 

Sec.  12.  No  engine  or  any  part  of  the  apparatus  belonging  to  said 
department  shall  be  taken  from  the  city,  at  any  time,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  having  the  same  repaired;  provided,  however,  that  in  case 
of  a  fire  in  a  neighboring  town  or  city,  the  mayor,  or  in  his  absence 
from  the  city,  the  committee  on  fire  department,  may  order  not  more 
than  one-half  of  the  fire  apparatus  of  the  city  to  be  taken  to  such  town 
or  city,  the  same  to  be  accompanied  by  not  more  than  one-half  of  the 
members  of  said  department,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  extinguish- 
ing such  fire. 

Sec.  13.  The  chief  engineer,  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions, shall  have  sole  and  absolute  control  and  command  over  all  other 
members  of  the  department,  and  shall  take  prompt  measures  to  arrange 
and  operate  the  fire  apparatus  in  the  most  advantageous  manner  to 
extinguish  all  fires,  with  the  least  possible  damage  to  life  and  property, 
and  prevent  unnecessary  damage  by  water;  to  avoid  unnecessary  waste 
and  damage  during  removal,  and  detect  and  prevent  theft  during  and 
after  the  fire;  and  he  shall  issue  such  orders  as  may  be  necessary.  In 
case  of  the  absence  of  the  chief  engineer  at  a  fire,  the  assistant  engineer 
or  captain  who  first  arrives,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  chief  engineer  until  relieved  by  a  superior  officer.  All 
firemen  and  citizens  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  obey  the  orders 
and  directions  of  the  officer  in  command  at  any  fire,  and  to  render  their 
services,  if  ordered  so  to  do  by  him. 

Sec.  14.  During  the  continuance  of  any  fire,  the  chief  engineer 
shall  have  absolute  control  of  the  streets  adjacent  thereto;  he  may 
blockade  any  such  streets  and  forbid  passage  therein;  he  may  order 
those  present  to  stand  back  to  any  required  and  reasonable  distance;  he 
may  command  the  assistance  of  any  police  officer  or  Other  person  pres- 
ent at  the  fire,  in  extinguishing  the  same  or  preventing  its  spread,  or  in 
saving  and  securing  property.  He  shall  have  power  with  necessary 
assistance  to  enter  any  building  or  premises  for  the  purpose  of  extin- 
guishing or  checking  the  progress  of  fire,  or  securing  and  protecting 
property;  and  he  may  with  the  advice  of  the  mayor  or  three  members 
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of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  direct  the  destruction  of  any  building  to 
stay  the  progress  of  the  fire;  and  shall  have  power  to  cut  or  cause  to  be 
cut  any  electric,  telephone,  telegraph  or  other  wire  when  it  is  necessary 
in  order  to  control  a  fire,  and  to  order  the  cutting  out  any  electric  cur- 
rent which  may  interfere  with  extinguishing  any  fire. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  not  a  member  of  the  City  Council  or  of  the  fire 
department  or  of  the  police  department  shall,  without  the  authority  of 
some  one  of  the  officers  of  one  of  said  departments,  enter  upon  such 
part  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  as  is  by  the  authority  of  the  officers  of 
either  of  said  departments,  roped  off,  barricaded,  or  plainly  designated 
in  any  way  for  the  use  of  the  fire  department,  in  extinguishing  a  fire, 
or  for  the  protection  of  persons  attending  any  fire. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  inquire  and 
examine  into  all  buildings  and  other  places  where  ashes,  shavings,  or 
other  combustible  material  may  be  collected  and  deposited,  and  at  all 
times  to  be  watchful  in  taking  care  for  the  removal  of  the  same,  when- 
ever in  his  opinion,  the  same,  if  not  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of, 
will  expose  the  city  to  danger  of  fires;  and  in  such  case,  he  shall  direct 
the  fire  warden  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  otherwise  dispos€d 
of.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer,  when  requested  by 
two  or  more  citizens  representing  that  ashes  or  combustible  materials 
are  kept  in  any  place  in  the  city,  in  an  insecure  or  illegal  manner,  or 
that  the  funnels,  flues,  fire  boards  or  heating  apparatus  of  any  building 
in  the  city  are  insecure  or  dangerous,  to  make  a  personal  examination 
of  such  place  or  building,  and  direct  the  fire  warden  to  cause  to  be 
made  any  necessary  changes,  alterations  or  repairs. 

Sec.  17.  The  chief  engineer,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  com- 
mittee on  fire  department,  shall  have  the  supervision,  care  and  con- 
trol, in  case  of  fire,  of  all  hydrants;  of  all  engines,  horses,  hose,  car- 
riages, hook  and  ladder  truck,  and  houses  used  for  the  purposes  of  the 
department  and  of  all  the  furniture  and  apparatus  belonging  thereto, 
and  he  shall  immediately  report  after  the  use  of  any  hydrants,  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  water  department.  He  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  the  discipline,  good  order  and  proper  conduct  of  the  whole  depart- 
ment. It  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  a  report  to  the  fire  wardens  of  all 
violations  of  any  provision  of  any  ordinance  of  the  city,  establishing 
a  fire  district  and  regulating  the  construction  of  wooden  buildings,  and 
he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Council  or  said  com- 
mittee may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec.  18.  The  committee  on  fire  department  may  make  such  rules 
for  the  government,  discipline  and  good  order  of  the  department,  as 
may  be  expedient,  the  same  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  not  contrary  to  any  State  law  or  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  19.  The  committee  on  fire  department  shall  assign  the  mem- 
bers of  the  department  to  their  respective  companies,  and  shall  desig- 
nate such  firemen  as  shall  fill  the  positions  of  captain,  drivers  and  ar  y 
other  offices  in  the  companies;  said  officers  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  may  be  perscribed  in  the  ordinances  and  rules  of  the  department. 

Sec.  20.  In  case  of  an  alarm  of  fire,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
owners  or  drivers  of  animals  and  vehicles  in  any  street  in  which  the 
fire  department  apparatus  is  approaching,  to  move  such  animal  or 
vehicle  to  the  right  or  left  of  the  centre  of  the  street  without  delay,  so 
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as  to  give  such  fire  apparatus  free  and  unobstructed  passage  to  the  fire; 
or  if  a  street  car,  it  shall  be  stopped  until  the  fire  apparatus  has 
passed  by. 

Sec.  21.  No  person  shall,  without  permission  from  the  chief  or  an 
assistant  engineer,  drive  or  ride  any  animal  or  vehicle  over  or  upon 
any  hose  or  other  apparatus  in  use  or  laid  by  the  department. 

Sec.  22.  The  mayor  is  hereby  authorized  in  his  discretion,  and  is 
required  upon  the  written  request  of  three  or  more  citizens,  to  offer  a 
reward  of  not  more  than  $1000  for  information  which  shall  result  in  the 
detection  and  conviction  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may,  on  trial, 
be  found  guilty  of  the  crime  of  incendiarism  or  arson  in  firing  any 
property  in  the  city. 

Sec.  23.  The  fire  alarm  telegraph  in  this  city  shall  be  considered 
as  apparatus  connected  with  the  fire  department,  and  shall  be  under  as 
full  control  of  the  department  as  the  apparatus  commonly  used  by  the 
fire  department  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  the  city.  The  top 
gain  of  every  pole  erected  for  sustaining  wires  in  the  public  streets  or 
on  city  property  shall  be  reserved  for  the  city  for  city  purposes. 

Sec  24.  The  superintendent  of  fire  alarm  telegraph  shall  have 
charge  of  all  the  electric  line,  instruments,  batteries,  battery  room  and 
supplies  for  the  same;  he  shall  keep  the  same  in  working  order  and  for 
this  purpose  he  shall  at  all  times  have  access  to  the  instruments  and 
apparatus  wherever  located;  he  shall  see  that  all  electric  light  and 
other  wires  are  kept  at  a  safe  distance  from  the  fire  alarm  circuit. 

Sec.  25.  Said  superintendent  shall  inspect  each  fire  alarm  box  and 
test  the  same  as  often  as  once  in  each  month.  He  shall  pull  the  boxes 
alternately  and  test  the  circuit  daily  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  regulations,  and  keep  a  record  of  his  inspections  and  tests  ;  he 
shall  make  sure  that  all  apparatus  is  in  perfect  order  immediately  after 
severe  storms. 

Sec.  26.  Said  superintendent  shall  give  such  practical  instructions 
to  members  of  the  department  and  to  holders  of  alarm  box  keys  as  will 
tend  to  secure  the  proper  care  and  operation  of  the  apparatus/ 

Sec.  27.  No  person  shall  destroy,  deface  or  in  any  way  injure  the 
fire  alarm  telegraph  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  of  the  appurtenances 
of  the  same,  or  shall  interfere  with  or  do  anything  to  the  same,  so  as  to 
prevent  or  delay  the  proper  or  timely  use  thereof. 

Sec.  28.  No  person  shall  open  any  alarm  box  connected  with  the 
fire  alarm  telegraph,  except  by  the  authority  of  and  with  the  key  fur- 
nished by  an  authorized  officer  of  the  department ;  nor  shall  any  person 
cry  out  or  ring  in  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false  alarm  of  fire. 

Sec.  29.  Any  person  who  shall  wrongfully  appropriate,  use,  take 
away,  conceal  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver  up  to  an  authorized  officer 
of  the  city  or  of  the  fire  department,  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  any  property  belonging  to  the  city  and  used  by  or  required 
for  the  use  of  said  department,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  §5  nor  more  than  $50. 

Sec.  30.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  the  orders  of  officers 
in  command  of  fires  or  interfere  with,  obstruct,  resist  or  abuse  any  mem- 
ber of  the  city  government  or  any  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment in  any  of  the  duties  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
or  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  chapter  or  any  regulation, 
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rule  or  order  of  the  department,  the  penalty  for  which  is  not  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than 
$50  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  31.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  members  of 
the  fire  department  and  of  all  members  of  the  police  department  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  duly  observed,  and  that  all  offen- 
ces against  the  same  are  promptly  prosecuted. 

Sec.  32.  Any  person  giving  information  which  shall  result  in  the 
detection  and  conviction  of  any  person  violating. any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  one-half  of  the  fine  imposed  ;  provi- 
ded, that  the  person  giving  such  information  was  not,  at  the  time  of 
acquiring  the  same,  under  pay  from  the  city.  All  money  received  or 
retained  by  the  city  for  fines  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter and  which  are  not  otherwise  legally  disposed  of,  together  with  all 
money  received  by  gift  or  retained  by  the  city  or  by  any  company  in 
the  city  fire  department  for  fines  aud  forfeitures  imposed  upon  members 
of  the  department  for  violation  of  the  regulations,  rules  and  orders  of 
the  department,  shall  be  appropriated  and  paid  under  the  direction  of 
the  committee  on  fire  department,  for  the  relief  of  sick  and  disabled 
members,  in  good  standing,  or  the  fire  department  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  tliis  chapter  ;  provided,  such  sickness  or  disability  was 
caused  while  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Sec.  33.  No  person,  while  an  officer  or  other  member  of  the  fire 
department  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  shall  act  as  executive  committee- 
man, attend  any  political  convention  as  a  delegate,  participate  in  any 
manner  whatever  in  any  canvass  in  behalf  of  or  against  any  candidate 
for  any  city,  county,  State  or  national  office,  hold  tickets  or  canvass 
votes  at  any  election,  or  take  any  part  whatever  in  political  matters 
other  than  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage;  and  no  person  shall  be 
appointed  to  or  retained  in  the  department  as  a  reward  for  political 
service  rendered,  nor  in  any  manner  be  discriminated  against  because 
of  his  failure  to  render  such  service. 

Sec.  34.  The  fire  wardens  shall  make  due  inspection  each  in  the 
ward  for  which  he  is  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  of  all  buildings  and 
premises  therein,  once  in  the  month  of  November  in  each  year,  and 
shall  order  the  owner  or  occupant  to  make  all  necessary  alterations  of 
such  buildings  and  premises  as  may  be  needful  to  prevent  fires  and  acci- 
dents, and  to  remove  all  unsafe  and  combustible  materials  to  places  of 
safety  ;  and  said  fire  wardens,  on  the  application  of  any  trustworthy 
person,  shall,  each  in  the  ward  for  which  he  is  appointed,  at  once  in- 
spect any  building  or  premises  complained  of  as  dangerous  or  unsafe, 
in  their  respective  wards,  and  shall  order  the  owner  or  occupant  to 
make  all  necessary  alterations  to  prevent  fires  and  accidents,  and  to  re- 
move all  unsafe  and  combustible  materials  to  places  of  safety.  And  in 
case  of  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  owner  or  occupant  to  comply  with  the 
order  or  direction  of  the  fire  warden,  for  the  space  of  five  days,  he,  the 
said  fire  warden,  shall  cause  such  alterations  or  removals  to  be  made, 
and  any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  wTith  such  orders 
or  directions  of  the  fire  wardens  for  the  time  aforesaid,  or  who  shall 
attempt  to  prevent  the  inspection  aforesaid,  or  in  any  manner  obstruct 
the  fire  wardens  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  pay 
a  fine  not  exceeding  $20,  together  with  the  expense  incurred  by  the  fire

warden  in  making  such  alterations  and  removals  aforesaid,  both  of 
which  sums  shall  be  recovered  in  and  by  the  same  prosecution  with  the 
costs  thereof. 

Sec.  35.  Chapter  II  of  the  Revised  General  Ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Burlington,  entitled  Fire  Department,  approved  February  27, 1888,  is 
hereby  repealed.

It  is  Hereby  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as 
follows  : 

Section  1.  All  awnings  hereafter  erected  over  any  sidewalk  shall 
be  made  of  cloth  or  canvas  and  supported  by  iron  rods  and  every  part 
of  such  awnings  and  of  the  supports  thereof  shall  be  at  least  seven  and 
one-half  feet  above  the  sidewalk  and  be  so  attached  to  buildings  as  to 
leave  the  sidewalk  unobstructed  thereby. 

Sec.  2.  All  awnings  now  erected  in  a  different  manner  shall 
within  ninety  days  after  notice  from  the  Street  Commissioners  be 
removed. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  section  one  or  two  of  this 
ordinance  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  sections, 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
ten  dollars  for  each  offence  or  violation,  and  the  further  sum  of  one 
dollar  for  each  day  said  violation  is  continued,  after  notice  and  ninety 
days  have  passed.

An  Ordinance  in  Relation  to  the  Cutting.  Storage  and 

Sale  of  Ice. 


It  is  Hereby  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as 
follows  : 

Section  1.  No  person,  persons,  company  or  corporation  shall  sell 
or  offer  for  sale  in  this  city  to  private  houses  for  family  use.  to  restau- 
rants or  hotels  for  their  general  use.  or  to  any  party  or  concern  for 
drinking  purposes,  ice  harvested  in  the  Winooski  River  below  Fort 
Ethan  Allen,  or  in  Lake  Champlain  east  of  the  breakwater  or  lines 
drawn  due  north  and  south  from  the  ends  or  extremes  of  said  break- 
water. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons,  companies  or  corporations.  seDing  or 
offering  for  sale  ice  in  this  city,  shall  store  or  house  ice  prohibited  by 
Section  1,  on  the  top  of,  or  over,  ice  harvested  outside  of  said  break- 
water and  said  north  and  south  lines.  Nor  shall  said  prohibited  ice  be 
stored  in  the  same  room  in  which  ice  harvested  from  outside  the  break- 
water is  stored . 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  are  complied  with. 

Sec.  4.  Persons  or  concerns  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 1  and  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  less  than  five  dollars  for  each  offence.
